To Elect by Direct Vote. 

Mr. Turpie introduced a joint resolution 
to amend the constitution so as to have 
United States senators elected by direct 
vote of the people of the several states, and 
Said that he would address the senate upon 
it next Thursday. 

Mr. Quay offered his resolution to re- 
commit the -house tariff bill, with the free 
Silver substitute, to the finance committee 
with instructions to report them as such 
propositions, and asked for immediate con- 
sideration. 

The objection came again from Mr. Hill 
and the resolution went over till tomorrow. 

Mr. Hale moved to proceed tu the consid- 
eration of the urgent deficiency bill. 

As to Appropriation Bills. 

Mr. Call asked to have the reports of the 
committee on foreign relations made the 
special order, while Mr. Dubois desired to 
have his resolution taken up for the Cistri- 
bution of appropriation bills among the 
several committees. 

Mr. Hale’s motion was voted on by yeas 
and nays and seemed to make a test ques- 
tion, the friends of silver voting ajrainst it 
almost solidly. It was defeated—yeas, 25; 
nays, 44. 

Mr. Dubois then moved to proceed to the 
consideration of his resolution so as to 
make it the unfinished business. 

This was agreed to—yeas, 49; nays, 24. 

Mr. Dubois having thus had his resolu- 
tion made the “regular order,’’ moved tliat 
it be laid aside temporarily and the urgent 
deficiency appropriation bill proceeded with 
as suggested by Mr. Hale. 

Mr. Hale said that he thought the sen- 
ate-had taken its ground advisedly and that 
the matter had better be settled at once. 
The committee on appropriations was very 
desirous of knowing whether it was to be 
subjected to the censure of the senate for 
reporting appropriation bills. If the reso- 
lution was adopted the appropriation bills 
already reported ought to be referred back 
to the appropriations committee and dis- 
tributed. He was entirely willing, there- 
fore, that the senate shoull dispose of tne 
matter now. 

Said various senators: “That is right.’’ 
*‘Let us have the vote now.” 

“The senate has decided to take up this 
resolution dismantling the committee on 
appropriaticns,” said Mr. Hale. “If the 
senate is to do that, as appears indicated 
by the two votes just taken, the sooner 
the committee on appropriations knows it 
the better. I am. desirous-that the matter 
shall bé disposed of at’once, so that here- 
after members of the commitiee on appro- 
priations shall have more leisure than they 
have had heretofore, and might attend to 
other business.”’ 

“I have no idea that senators care to de- 
bate this question,’’ said Mr. Dubois. 
“They are thoroughly familiar with it. 
Therefore I ask that the vote be taken in 
accordance with the wish of the senator 
from Maine.’’ 

Mr. Bate moved to proceed to executive 
business, but his motion was defeated. 

Point of Order Overruled. 

A point of order was made by Mr. Ald- 
ricn that the resolution must go over for 
one day under a rule which makes that 
obiigatory in cases of proposed amend- 
ments ior the rules. The point of order 
was discussed at considerab'e length. 
Finally the vice president ruled against 
Mr. Aidrich’s point of order and the dis- 
cussion proceeded on the merits of Mr. Du- 
bois’s proposition. 

Mr. Sherman spoke generally in its favor 
and thought that there should be no feel- 
ing about it on the part of the committee 
on appropriations. He would vote for the 
five last clauses of the resolution—those re- 
ferring the Indian appropriation bill to the 
committee on Indian affairs; the river and 
harbor bill to the committee on commerce; 
the fortifications bills to the committee on 
coast defenses; the district bill to the com- 
mittee on the District of Columbia, and the 
pension bill to the committee on pensions. 

The resolution was advocated by Mr. 
Lodge as a necessary and beneficial change, 
and by Mr. Blanchard as a méasure of res- 
cue from the “‘moncpolistic dominance” of 
the committee on appropriations, while it 
was oppesed by Mr. Hales as a revolution- 
ary movement 

At 5:30 the matter went over without ac- 
tion and the senate went into executive 
session, adjourning shortly afterwards.

Repuhlicans May Unseat Democratic 
Represen.atives and There Will 
Be Retaliation. 


Frankfort, Ky., February 4.--The roll call 
disclosed the presence of 126 members in 
the joint assembly today. Senator Hay- 
ward voted for Buckner, Holloway for Mc- 
Creary and Stone for Evans. 

When the name of Mr. Johns, democrat, 
of Floyd, who had been voting for McCrea- 
ry and other gold standard democrats, was 
reached he arose and made a short state- 
ment reviewing his reasons for his course 
up to the present time in refusing to vote 
for Senator Blackburn, but declaring that 
the crisis had been reached, and he was 
almost ready to announce his vote for 
Blackburn, when Lieutenant Governor 
Worthington, who was in the chair, rapped 
the Floyd county man to order, ruling his 
remarks out of order. 

A sharp spat then passed between Sena- 
tor Bronston and the lieutenant governor, 
Senator Bronston insisting that the Floyd 
county member had the right to explain 
his vote. Several representatives joined in 
the defense of the presiding officer. 

Mr. Bronston said the lieutenant governol 
had exceeded his authority and he made a 
fiery speech in which he hurled defiance 
fairly into the faces of the republican side. 

The lieutenant governor replied that he 
would not be intimidated by the remarks of 
the senator from Fayette. Senator Bron- 
ston then denounced as untPfue the state- 
ment that he had undertaken to intimidate 
the chair and with much feeling invited tne 
lieutenant governor to come down and give 
his place to some one who could preside 
with fairness. 

The democrats crowded around Senator 
Bronston and the republicans around the 
lieutenant governor and the most intense 
excitement prevailed. The war of words 
finally passed off by Mr. Johns being al- 
lowed to finish his speech, and after a brief 
explanation, he cast his vote for Senator 
Blackburn. Rice also voted for Blackburn. 
The ballot resulted: Hunter, 62; Black- 
burn, 56; scattering, 8.

NO FINANCIAL LEGISLATION. 


House Has Received an Unfavorable 
Senate Substitute Report. 

Washington, February 4.—Immediately 
upon the opening of the session of the 
house foday Mr. Dingley, republican, of 
Maine, chairman of the committee on ways 
and means. reported with a recommenda- 
tion that the house do not concur in the 
senate substitute therefor the bill passed 
last December authorizing the issue of 
bonds to protect the gold reserve and to 
provide against temporary deficiencies in 


the revenue. 
Mr. Crisp, democrat, of Georgia, stated 
that the report was not a unanimous one, 
that the minority of the committee urged 
the house to accept the sehate free silver 
coinage substitute. Mr. Dingley gave no- 
tice that at the close of the consideration 
of the District of Columbia appropriation 
bill he would ask the house to take up 


the committee’s report. 

A number of measures were considered 
and passed, among them a house Dill 
authorizing the appointment of commis- 
sioners to treat with the Shoshone, Arapa- 
hoe and Bannock Indians in Wyoming and 
Idaho for the surrender of any rights 
claimed by them under treaties with the 
‘United States to hunt upon unoccupied 
public lands. This bill grew out of the 
outbreak at Jackson’s Hole last summer. 

The rest of the day until 4:55 o’clock was 
spent in further sonsideration of the 
District of Columbia appropriation bill. 
The debate continued upon the question 
whether or not public funds should be 
appropriated for charitable purposes to be 
expended by private and sectarian institu- 
tions. The charge that the American Pro- 
tective Association was influencing mem- 
bers to oppose such appropriations was 
made and at this some beated debate was 
generated. 

Defended a Catholic Institution. 

An appropriation of $5,400 to St. Anne’s 
infant asylum met Mr. Hainer’s motion to 
strike out. Mr. Bartlett, democrat, of New 
York, said he arose to defend the appro- 
priation to a Roman Catholic institution. 
He was not afraid, he said, to advocate 
the appropriations to all these institutions, 
because through them the government 
could do the most good and it was cer- 
tainly within the power of congress to 
delegate to them the duty of caring for 
the public charges cOmmitted to them. 

The spirit that had animated the com- 
mittee in the past two days, Mr. Bartlett 
said, was the un-American, anti-Catholic

Madrid, Feberuaty 4.—In an interview at 
Corunna, just arrived there, General Cam- 
pos declared it imperative that the trou- 
bles in Cuba should be ended, either by 
force of arms or the granting or reforms, 
comprising even Cuban autonomy.

There was 
some hooting and whistling as he drove 
to his residence, but the gendarmes were 
vigilant and drove off those who attempt- 
ed to insult Campos. Some of the more 
pertinacious hooters were arrested. One 
man escaped from his captors and attempt- 
ed to run away. The gendarmes fired at 
him and killed him.

STEAMED UP TO NEW YORK 


It Had Been Feared She Would Be

Asbury, N. J., February 4.--The steamer 
St. Paul was floated this morning at 9:0, 
and is now on her way to New York. When 
the boat slid off the bar into deep water 
there was a screaming and tooting of whis- 
tles that startled the people and sent them 
down to the beach in large numbers. 

The steamer bid goodby to Long Branch 
with severul loud blasts and her flags were 
run up in honor of the occasion.

NEW YORK REACHED SAFELY. 


The St. Paul May Be Able To Make a 
February Trip. 

New York, February 4—The St. Paul 
sailed up to the American line pier at 1:30 
o’clock p. m. and after half an hour’s work 
three tugs succeeded in pushing her into a 
berth at the new dock, adjoining the regu- 
lar pier of the American Line iCompany. 

As she approached the dock she was sa- 
luted by the different craft in the river, 
which salute she acknowledged by blowing 
her big whistle. 

On the dock were gathered a number of 
agents of the International Navigation 
Company and their friends. Vice President 
Wright welcomed the St. Paul, greeting 
Captain Jamiscn with a hearty ‘Hello!’ 
The captain stood upon the bridge and 
smiled pleasantly. 

Outwardly the boat looked as if she was 
in splendid shape. Barring a little scrap- 
ing of paint from the side below the water 
line there seemed absolutely nothing wrong 
with the steamer. When the St. Paul was 
tied up in her berth the first person to come 
ashore from her was Captain Merritt, of the 


wrecking company. He was heartily con- 


gratulated by everybody present. 

“We area glad to have got her off,” he 
said, “for we worked hard for-her: we also 
worked for the dollars, too.”’ 

Floating Was Expected. 

The captain explained that the floating of 
the ship this morning was expected by 
them. The wreckers had been working at 
her for some time when she suddenly be- 
gan to move easily and later she slid off 
the sand as if passing over waxen ways. 
When she struck deep water she sank into 
the water and listed very perceptibly to 
port. There was a very bad sea running at 
the time. The wrecking tugs stood close by, 
ready to render further assistance if nec- 
essary. 

The St. Paul, however, set well 
in the water in a few minutes and 
Captain Jamison, assured that everything 
was in good order, ordered the engine 
started and the ship proceeded to New 
York. On the way up she passed the 
North German Lloyd steamship Lahn. 
signaling the word 
*“‘congratulations,’’ while the Lahn’s band 
played ‘‘Hail Columbia.” 

Newspaper Men Invited Aboard. 

After the St. Paul was secured in her 
berth Manager Griscom invited the news- 
paper men on board to ingppect the 
steamer. Mr. Griscom had boarded the 
St. Paul at quarantine and had heard 
the reports of his men who had been 
watching the hold of the ship. 

“I believe,” said he, ‘‘that the St. Paul 
has not even a rivet loose. We worked 
the engines pretty well on the way up 
from Long Branch, and if the ship was in 
any way damaged this was a test that 
would make the injury manifest at once. 
I am glad to say that I honestly believe 
the St. Paul is in no way injured.” 

The newspaper men were shown 
the steamer and so far as could be judged 
from a superficial examination the St. 
Paul certainly was in excellent condition. 
Expert examiners began this afternoon to 
make a thorough inspection of the ship. 
This will require at least two days. Then 
the United States steamship inspectors 
will loo over the ship and make sure she 
is all right and fit for service. 

Everybody connected witt the St. Paul, 
however, expresses the conviction that 
the ship is in no way injured. It was an- 
nounced that the American line officials 
will hold an investigation into the ground- 
ing of the St. Paul in a few days. Man- 
ager Griscom says, however, that from in- 
quiries already made he feels positive Cap- 
tain Jamison will fully clear himself of 
all blame in the matter. 

Officers of the company express the be- 
lief that the steamer will be ready for her 
next regular trip on February 19th. 


Cost of Floating Her, 


Regarding the cost of floating the St. 
Paul, which, it is believed, will be a very 
large sum, Manager Griscom said: 

“It is tmpossible to say at present what 
floating the St. Paul 
amounts to. It is a salvage case, but I 
think it will in some way be compromised. 
Stories about paying the wrecking com- 
panies $100,000 to float the ship are un- 
founded. We have absolutely made no 
We have no idea what the 
amount of the bill will be that the com- 
panies will present. The matter may te 
settled in a few months, and perhaps may 
drag along for a year. However, we are

Bank Cashier* Speculated with Good 
Intentions, but with Bad Results. 

Rome, -N. Y., February 4.—The condition 
of the Fort Stanwix National bank proves 
to be very bad. The examigation has 
shown the bank to be rotten to the core. 
Although Bank Examiner Van Vranken 
will say nothing, it is stated on good au- 
thority that the bank is involved to the ex- 
tent of nearly $400,000. Of this amount it 
is stated that there are $200,000 in the shape 
of drafts of the J. Winslow Jones Packing 
Company, of Baltimore, and other concerns 
associated with it, $100,000 of miscellanous 
bad paper and $75,000 defalcation by Cashier 
Barnard. This amount will swamp the 
bank and throw it into the hands of a re- 
ceiver. 

The capital stock is $150,000 and the sur- 
plus $170,000 more. Therefore, if the bank 
is to pay its depositors 100 cents on the 
dollar the stockholders must be assessed. 
The people of Rome have so long looked 
upon Cashier Barnard as the model of all 
that was upright and honest that they could 
not believe that he was a defaulter. But 
the conviction that he was is slowly forc- 
ing itself upon them. In what way he used 
they money which he is alleged to have 
taken is not explained, but it is said that 
of late he has been speculating in the hope 
of being able to make up losses to the 
bank. 


J. WINSLOW JONES TALES. 


It Is His Company That Had Notes in 
\ the Rome, N. Y., Bank. 

Baltimore, February 4.—J. Winslow 
Jones, president of the packing company 
which is repgrted to have $60.000 worth of 
paper in the Fort Stanwix National bank, 
of Rome, N. Y., whose cashier, Mr. 
Barnard, recently committed suicide, is a 
member of the Maryland legislature. He 
has a seat in the house of delegates from 
Anne Arundel county. He is very reticent 
as to his dealings with the Rome, N. Y., 
bank. After much questioning Mr. Jones 
today. said: 

“I talked with Cashier Barnard about 
three weeks ago in New York city and tried 
to arrange some sort of settlement with the 
bank then. Mr. Barnard, however, had 
been managing these matters himself, and 
nothing was done I do not know how 
much paper 6f mine this bank holds, and 
have heard nothing from the bank on the 
subject. A considerable portion of the notes 
is covered by collateral, either of goods or 
stock of the J. Winslow Jones Packing 
Company. I have been doing business with 
this bank for twelve or thirteen years, and 
some of these obligations are old ones.” 

Mr. Jones/is.a native of Maine, and in 
his boyhood twas associated with Isaac and 
Nathan. Winslow in their experiments for 
the packing of green corn, a patent for 
which was issued in 1853. In 1881 Jones 
sold out to an English syndicate. At that 
time he says he was running fifteen corn 
factories, extending from Maine to the 
Magdelen islands, and doing a business of 
over $1,000,000 a year. After ‘he sold out his 
business in New England, Jones came to 
Baltimore and started the J.. Winslow 
Jones Packing Company, which he organ- 
ised under the laws of Maine, with a paid- 
up capital of $150,000. He is also president 
of the Riverton Packing Company, the Pa- 
tuzen Canning Company and of the River- 
ton Live Stock Company. But little is 
known here of these enterprises. 


MORE BANK TROUBLES. 


President of a Defunct Bank Put Under 
Arrest. 


Lincoln, Neb., February 4.—B. D. Mills, 
of Lincoin, president of the defunct state 
bank of Republican City, has been arrest- 
ed at the instance of E. 8S. Whiting, ex- 
treasurer of Harlan county, who charges 
him with embezzlement. The complaint is 
the outgrowth of an alleged shortage 
on the part of the treasurer. Some figures 
at the statehouse indicate that the amount 
is not far from $40,000. The bank was 
the county depository. 

Friends of Millis claim that the charge 
against him cannot hold, and that the 
fault lies with Whiting.

secretary of state. 
Sketch of the New Ambassador. 

Washington, February 5.—Edwin F. Uhl, 
who will be ambassador to Berlin to suc- 
ceed Mr. Runyor:. is still a young man in 
appearance, though he is over fifty years 
of age. He is of dignified carriage and de- 
meanor, and the hard work of his official 
eareer has not impaired his vigor. 

Mr. Uhl was born in Ypsilanti, Mich., and 
graduated at Ann Arbor university in 1862. 
Two years later he was admitted to the 
bar and entered into practice at Ypsilanti, 
where he remained until 1876. The last two 
years of his stay he was prosecuting at- 
torney for Washtenawa county. He re- 
moved to Grand Rapids and continued to 
practice law and later went into the bank- 
ing business. He did not obtain prominence 
outside of his state until he became assis- 
tant secretary under Mr. Gresham. 

He had taken part in political campaigns 
in Michigan and was active in the second 
contest between Harrison and Cleveland. 
When Mr. Cleveland was inaugurated pres- 
ident a second time, in March, 1893, Mr. 
Ukl came to Washington to witness the 
inaugural zeremonies and while here the 
president and Secretary Lamont urged him 
to accept the position of assistant secre- 
tary of war. This he declined, it is said, 
for the reason that he did not consider the 
place of sufficient dignity. He was kept in 
mind by Mr. Cleveland, and when Josiah 
Quincy, of Masrachusetts, resigned the of- 
fice of assistant secretary of state, the va- 
cant position was tendered to and “accept- 
ed by him.’ , hia Ee 

The iliness which kept Secretary Gres- 
ham away from the department threw on 
Mr. Uhl the buréen of conducting diplo- 
matic relations with foreign governments 
for a considerable time. His most im- 
portent diplomatic: work was in connec~- 
tion with the assault on the American 
steamer Allianca off Cape Maysi, Cuba, 
last year by a Spanish gunboat. Presi- 
dent Cleveland was absent in North 
Carolina sounds at the timfe and Secretary. 
Gresnam was considered to be too ill 
to attend to official business, and upon 
Bir. Whl fell the burden of deciding what 
should be done. Out of his consideration 
of that affair-came the vigorous dispatch, 
which was signed by Secretary Gresham 
and sent to Mr. Hannis Taylor, United 
States minister at Madrid, calling for 
apolory and redress from 
the Spanish government.

Mr. Uhl con- 
ducted much of the diplomatic business of 
the United States with reference to the 
war between Japau and China, 
and was acting secretary at the 
time of the murder of two Japanese stu- 
dents by Chinese, after they had left 
the refuge afforded by the consulate gener- 
al of the United States in Shanghai, which 
was made the subject of inquiry by congress 
and resulted in the transmission of a mes- 
sage and the eorrespondence on the sub- 
ject to the national legislature. My. Uhl 
is thoroughly familiar with the conduct of 
diplomatic business and with the commer- 
cial questions at issue between Germany 
and the United States. He !s a man of 
means and well fitted financially to keep 
up the social standing of the American 
embassy in the German capital.

HIS FRIENDS WORKING FOR HIM 


Mir. Inman’s Ordinance May Be Re- 
considered—Captain Wright May 
Be Provided for Tomorrow. 


It was through Hon. Hugh T. Inman 
that Captain Jim Wright, chief of de- 
tectives, was decapitated and the detective 
department, as it then existed, was wiped 
out of existence. 

Through Mr. Inman Captain Wright may 
be returned to work within the next few 
days. 

But the members of the detective depart- 
ment who worked under him and wer 
renroved by the same resolution will not 
figure in the work Mr. Inman may start 
whea the detective question comes up.

“The law we repealed when we adopted 
that ordinance, under which the detective 
department had an existence, provided 
that the detectives should be detailed 
from the regular police force by the board 
of police commissioners to that work. 
Before a man could be detailed for detec- 
tive work it was necessary for him’ to 
have been elected a member of the regu- 
lar police force. That election meant a 
term of two years as a policeman, with a 


~pay of $2.15 a day. 


“Now, if any member, through good 
luck, good work or favoritism, if any 
favoritism existed, becamre a detail to he 
detective department he was given $2.50 
a day, under a portion of section &8&3.

MADE A BROKER OF HIM. 


South Carolina’s Treasurer Can Lend 
Public Money as He Sees Fit. 


Columbia, S. C., February 4.—The house 
of representatives today, despite repeated 
warnings from stanch members, passed a 
bill allowing the state treasurer to lend as 
he saw fit the state sinking fund. Then it 
turned its attention to the railroads and 
passed the following bill: 

“Section 1. That no railroad company 
chartered and doing business in this state 
shall charge any higher rates for the trans- 
portation of passengers and freight within 
this state than those already or hereafter 
fixed by the railroad commission, unless 
such rates shall be thereafter determinned 
upon appeal to be unreasonable. 

“Sec. 2. Any railroad company Violating 
the provisions: of this act shall thereby 
forfeit its charter and the attorney general 
is hereby authorized and directed to pro- 


' ceed forthwith to have such railroad cor- 


poration liquidated according to law and 
to institute ail proceedings necessary in 
consequence of the forfeiture of such char- 
ter. 

“Sec. 3. This act shall go into effect upon 
its approval by the governor.”’ 

At the close of the session the following 
concurrent resolution was introduced: 

‘Resolved by the house of representa- 
tives, the senate concurring, first, That a 
committee of five, three upon the part of 
the house, be appointed to examine into the 
status of the railroads of the state of 
South Carolina now operated by the South- 
ern Railway Company in accordance with 
the message of his excellency, the govern- 
er; second, that the investigations cf such 
committee be extended to all foreign cor- 
porations now doing business in the state; 
third, that said committee have power to 
send for persons and papers, and that the 
attorney general is hereby required to ren- 
der any legal assistance necessary to such 
investigation.”’ 

Judging from the antagonism displayed 
towards the railroads at tonight’s session 
the resolution will be at once agreed to.

Would-Be Murderer Cuts George Brown 
Nearly to Death in an Alley 
This Morning.

A murderous assault was made on George 
Brown, of 41 Dover street, a ten-year-old 
negro boy. in Darby’s alley in the western 
part of the city at midnight this morning. 
The boy was grabbed by the collar and 
dragged into the alley by the hand of a ne- 
gro man. The man stopped in a dark spot 
and after ‘putting his hand over the boy’s 
mouth slashed the victim about the head 
and face with a knife or sharp weapon of 
some kind, The burly would-be murderer 
attempted to slash the boy’s throat but 
became frightened after cutting at it sev- 
eral times. The boy was left in the alley 
and but for attracting the attention of 
passers-by by shouting for help might have 
died there. He was picked up and sent to 
the Grady hospital this morning where he 
was considered dangerously wounded. The 
blood covered his person and several deep 
gashes made his chances for life uncertain. 
The police are looking for the negro man. 
The boy says that he thinks a man assaulte 
ed him who had a spite against him be- 
cause he testified against the man a short 
time ago. He did not know his name but 
the police have a clew and may arrest the 
midnight would-be murderer this morning.

Coroner’s Jury Says a Blow Caused. 


His Death. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., February 4.—(Spe- 
clal.)}—-The coroner’s jury at Fort Payne, 
Ala., which -has been investigating the 
mysterious death of C. F. Staples, fore- 
man of section bosses on the Alabama 
Great Southern riilroad, and whose hor- 
ribly mangled body was found on the 
railroad tracks near that city Saturday 
last, today rendered the following verdict: 

“The deceased came to his death as a 
result of a blow of an unknown party.” 

It has been learned that one of the 
white men in the community found 
Staples and his wife in a compromising 
position and threatened to murder him 
at the first opportunity. The general be- 


lief is that Staples was enticed from his 
boarding house on Friday night, struck 


on the head and killed and his body placed. 


on the tracks to hide the crime. Officers 
are working on the case, but as yet no ar- 
rests have been made. 


STIR IN MISSISSIPPI. 


State Penitentiary Department Is Un- 
dergoing Investigation. 

Jackson, Miss., February 4.—The mew 
board of control of the state penitentiary 
has stirred up a big stew with the man- 
agement of that institution, and, as stated 
in these dispatches last night, serious 
charges have been preferred against War- 
den Jenkins and his official scalp will soon 
be dangling from somebody’s belt uniess he 
can refute them. He, through his sergeants, 
is charged with mismanagement of the pen- 
itentiary, with letting the most desperate 
convicts on the state farms run at large 
and prowl around the neighborhood at 
night. 

Mr. L. C. Dulaney, of Issaquena county, 
with whom the state worked on the share 
system several hundred acres of land last 
year, filed sixteen affidavits from repgtable 
ne‘zhbcrs with the board today through 
his attorney, Hon. Murray F. Smith, of 
Vicksburg, charging the warden with every 
sort of mismanagement on his place and 
that thereby he is damaged $8,000 or more. 
He enters suit for the amount and charges 
the warden with having been fully aware 
of and conceived all the misdeeds of his 
sergeant. 

The investigation will be pushed tomor- 
row and some startling disclosures are 
promised. If the chargés preferred are sus- 
tained Mr. Jenkins can hardly be retained 
in office.

Butler’s Address the Topic of Persons

Raleigh, N. C., February 4.—(Special.)— 
An independent populist declared today 
that Senator Marion Butler’s address to 
the populists and all free coinage silver 
advocates in North Carolina to form the sil- 
ver party will turn the state over to the 
republicans if Butler carries out his idea, 
Butler’s address is regarded as the gage of 
battle. It is the supreme test of his pow- 
er and influence in this state.

WILL BE TRIED SHORTLY. 


The Whitecappers# Who Flogged the 
Negroes to Death, 


The name of Braxton Bridge, Colleton 
county, is likely to became familiar to the 
country within the next few weeks. Early 
in December a negro man, his wife, and 
mother were so cruelly whipped there that 
the man and one woman died upon the 
spot and the survivor lingered for days be- 
tween life and death, with limbs and body 
lacerated by buggy traces. Men have been 
often lynched in this state, but their 
crimes were generally of such an atrocious 
character that public sentiment, as a rule, 
was lenient to the mobs. But no woman 
had ever been killed in this manner, and 
no person has before or since been lynched 
for the crime charged against this man— 
stealing a Bible. The whitecappers went 
to the house, took out the negro man and, 
on the women protesting, forced them to 
g0 along and receive the cruel punishment 
on their naked bodies. 

Braxton Bridge is in Colleton county but 
near the Barnwell line and the lynchers 
had come from the latter county. So re- 
mote was the section from railroad and tel- 
egraph communication that it was nearly 
a week later, when a Columbia preacher; 
who had been geing through the district, 
reached home and gave the first news to 
the press. 

Local officers of the law had not disturb- 
ed themselves to investigate and the perpe- 
trators of the deed would have probably 
been put to no inconvenience but for the 
notice taken of the crime in the press. The 
governor at once dispatched Detective 
Newbold, who has for two years been in 
the employ of the state in the interest of 
the dispensary, to the scene of the lynch- 
ing. 

It had been openly charged that some 
men of high standing were implicated, and 
their friends did not deny it, but pleaded 
for a suspension of popular verdict until 
both sides could be heard. Newbold has 
just returned to Columbia and made his re- 
port to the governor. From time to time 
he has had an arrest made, the person 
either being charged with murder or being 
held as a witness. Up to this time these 
have been put in Wail: 

Dr. W. B. Ackerman, Frank Jenney, 
Frank Brant, Wyman Kearst, Jake Folk, 
Frank Stanley, Press Heirs and Sandy 
Campbell, the last being a negro. 

Detective Newbold says that he has gath- 
ered a quantity of strong evidence against 
the accused and is confident that a verdict 
can be found against them. 

The case will be called in Warterboro 
two weeks from today. Solicitor Belling, 
who introduced the anti-lynching bill in the 
constitutional convention, which was adopt- 
ed, will be the prosecuting officer. He has 
asked, however, that Attorney Genera) 
Baxter also appear in the case. The attor- 
ney general of the state has not appeared 
in a criminal prosecution for ten years. 
The prisogefs will be represented by a for- 
midable afray of legal talent. 


WANT THE PLANT KEPT UP. 


Virginians Do Not Desire the Ship- 
yards Wiped Out. 
Washington, ¥ebruary 4.—A delegation 
representing alt the business organiza- 
tions of Norfolk and Portsmouth and of 


Berkely and Norfolk counties, Va., ap- 
peared before the senate committee on 
naval affairs this morning, under guidance 
of Senator Daniel, and urged that the plant 
of the government for shipbuilding at 
Norfolk be kept up and that as much 
of tne government work as possible be 
constructed tlere. 

Speeches were made by Senator Daniel 
and C. S. Sherwood, of Portsmouth, and 
Captain McCarrick, ‘of Norfolk. They 
called attention to the fact that one 
cause that enables private contractors 
to underbid the government in the con- 
struction of vessels is the eight-hour law, 
which does not compel private contractors 
to limit a day’s work to eight hours, 
as is the case in the government shops. 


SELCER MARRIED THE GIRL 


He Had Wronged Because He Was 
Afraid of Her Father. 
Chattanooga, Tenn.,, February 4.—(Spe- 
cilal.)}—There has been considerable excite- 
ment here the past few days over a charge 
of criminal operation against Dr. J. H. 
Gray, of this city, preferred by Miss Dicie 
Johnson, a pretty and attractive country 

girl. 

She told a sensational story, laying her 
seduction on a prominent young man nam- 
ed John Selcer. She stated that Selcer had 
induced her to come to Chattanooga last 
October on a promise of marriage and a 
trip to the Atlanta exposition. She remain- 
ed here with him two days when he inform- 
ed her that they would have to postpone 
their marriage and their trip to Atlanta on 
account of pressing business he had in 
Kentucky. A few weeks ago he again 
brought the girl, who appeared to be suf- 
fering from a cold, to Chattanooga. Sel- 
cer told her that Dr. Gray would cure her. 
The girl says that Dr. Gray performed a 
criminal operation on her. 

Today the father of the girl announced 
his purpose of ‘“‘settling’’ with Selcer and 
sending Gray to the penitentiary. Both 
men became frightened and Selcer finally 
agreed to marry the girl, which he did. 
This settled it so far as he was concerned; 
but the grand jury is after Gray and it will 
probably go hard with him. 


STOLE A COW AND A MULE, 


Bought a Dress Coat and a Bible and 
Preached, 

Raleigh, N. C., February 4.—(Special.)— 
Rev. D. 8. Hobson, a negro preacher, 
was brought here today and jailed for 
stealing a cow and a mule. He sold the 
cow and bought a silk Prince Albert coat 
and Bible and then began active ministe- 
rial work. 

The sheriff of Lenoire county came here 
today and reported that the four men who 
were charged with incendiarism at Kinston 
and entered the plea of nolo contendere and 
were given ten days.in which to leave the 
state forever, are now beyond the limits 
of North Carolina. They have gone fur- 
ther south, it is reported. 

A mass meeting is called to be held here 
next Saturday in the interest of hop grow- 
ing in this section of North Carolina. The 
state agricultural department is deeply 
interested in the movement. 


Forming Clubs in Slema. 

Selma, Ala., February 4.—(Special.)}—The 
fight between the factions favoring Cap- 
tain Joseph F. Johnston, anti-administra- 
tion candidate for governor, opened up in 
the city today in earnest. 

Both sides are getting signatures for the 
formation of clubs in the interest of their 
favorites. The Clarke men got the start 
and tonight the Clarke call has two hyun- 
dred and fifty signatures, while the John- 
ston call has a little over one hundred. 
However, they will show up strong to- 
morrow. Captain Johnston resided here 
many years and has hundreds of warm per- 
sonal friends. The fight will be hot.

METROPOLITANS IN CHARGE. 


Changes Made in Charleston’s Police 
Force. 

Charleston, S. C., February 4.—(Special.) 
The new board of metropolitan police com- 
missioners issued their long expected order 
of new appointments tonight. The board 
met last night and were in session till very 
late and the order was then drawn up and 
adopted, but it was not put into force until 
tonight. 

By the order all three police lieutenants 
are changed, Mullenhauer, who was sec- 
ond lieutenant on the old force, who was 
dropped by Mayor Smith, is made first lieu- 
tenant; J. G. Graddick is made second lieu- 
tenant. Graddick is an A. P. A., and was 
prominent in support of the recent citizens’ 
movement. W. G. Ogilvie is given third 
place. He was formerly in the street de- 
partment, and also a reformer. W. J. Mc- 
Manus, recently made lieutenant by Mayor 
Smyth, is retained as chief of detectives. 

About half a dozen minor changes are 
made in the force. The men appointed are, 
on the whole, good selections. They are, 
with the exception of McManus,‘ friends and 
supporters of Martin, but it is believed that 
they will make good enough officers. 

Lieutenant Mullenhauer has been identi- 
fied with Charleston police for many years, 
and he has made a good officer. The 
changes are not so radical as many people 
feared they would be. When the order 
had been read tonight a rather sensational 
incident happened. Lieutenant Heidt, who 
was in charge, asked the new orderly, Ser- 
geant Alexander, to inform Chief Martin 
that he protested against his removal and 
would not go until ordered out. 


Chief Martin came out and said that he” 


was anxious to extend every courtesy to 
the retiring officer. Heidt still protested 
that he would not leave until the chief 
placed his hand on him and ordered him 
out of the station. Chief Martin said he 
would give Heidt a few minutes to recon- 
sider this determination. When Martin 
had gone back to his private office and re- 
turned, Heidt still persisted and Martin 
then quickly laid his hand on his shoulder 
and ordered him out of the station hcuse. 
Heidt then turned and left the place, and 
an incident that first promised trouble 
ended rather tamely. 


SCHARFF DENOUNCED 


By His Comrades and Expelled from 
the Rifles. 

Qmaha, Neb., February 4.—(Special.)— 
Captain Arthur H. Scharff, of the Thurs- 
ton Rifles, which won the first prize at tiie 
national drill at Memphis last yeay, re- 
signed a few weeks ago and went to Chi- 
cago. The company met this evening and 
passed very bitter resolutions, denouncing 
Scharff and declaring that he had acted 
dishonestly and dishonerahly toward the 
team and his friends and he was thereby 
e>pelled from the company. 

It is now openly admitted by some mem- 
bers of the company that Scharff was paid 
$100 per month by the company and re- 
ceived half of the amount won at the drill 
as the condition of his acceptance of the 
place. This was claimed at the time of 
the drill and a protest was made against 
the delivery of the prizes to the company 
on that account. 


HAYS WAS FOUND WANTING. 


On Investigation a County Trustee 
Proves Dishonest. 

Nashville, Tenn, February 4.—County 
Trustee W. W. Hays, of Anderson coun- 
ty, has been found to be over $18,000 short 
in his accounts. A committee appointed by 
the Anderson county court has just filed 
its report. The state comptroller had such 
difficulty in obtaining settlements with 
Hays that suspicion develoved strongly 
against him. The state superintendent of 
public instruction and a democratic news- 
paper of Anderson county led the nght 
for an investigation. His bondsmen are 
good for the amount of llays’s shortage. 


GIVE HIM MORE ROPE.

His Stable.

Washington, February 4.—Dispatches re- 
ceived by the Southern Associated Press 
from Norfolk, Va., state that up to 2:30 
o'clock p. m. today the steamer I. N, 
Veazey (in respect to which various rumors 
had been published indicating she was a 
Cuban filibuster and had slipped out to sea 
without proper papers), was still lying 
quietly in port, with nothing to indicate 
anything suspicious about her character or 
destination.

Minister de Lome 
suspects the Veazey of filibustering in- 
tentions.

Auditor Lewis Decides a $30,000 Issue 
in Elbert County. 


DYE NOT A TAX DEFAULTER 


Estate of the Eccentric Miser Is in 
Litigation—Relatives and an Al- 
leged Mistress Involved. 


The decision of Auditor Hal Lewis in 
the celebrated case of George W. Dye, the 
eccentric Elbert county farmer, to the ef- 
fect that the county is denied the right to 
collect about $30,000 back taxes from the 
estate of Dye, recalls the sensaticnal 
facts of the career of Dye in Elbert 
county. 

athe county of Elbert is endeavoring to 
collect the amount stated from the estate 
of Dye in the allegation. that the rich old 
farmer possessed many thousand dollars’ 
worth of property and money on which he 
paid no taxes for many years back. At 
his death the existence of the property 
and money became known and the county 
at once set about to collect something 
like the sum mentioned, the authorities 
claiming that Dye owed that much to the 
county as back taxes on his riches. 

When Dye died he left an estate in 
mroney and property worth about $100,000 
or more and a squabble for possession 
of the riches is now being witnessed in 
the courts. The relatives of the deceased 
are endeavoring to set aside the will and 
Elbert county entered the litigation by 
demanding a third of the estate as taxes, 
alleging that Dye was a heavy tax default- 
er. The decision of Auditor Lewis, which 
follows, is against the county and it 
adds the amodunt claimed by the county 
to the estate, to be fought for now by 
the relatives of the dead man.

Gave It to the Negroes. 

It will be remembered that Dye lived 
in Elbert county for many years and 
became immensely rich by a miserly, eco- 
nomic pian of living. He bequeathed the 
whole of his estate, property and money, 
except $5,500, to Lucinda Dye, a negress, 
and her nine children, all of which were 
the offspring of Dye and the woman, 
with whom he had lived illegitimately 
since before the war. He went to Elbert 
county some years before the war. and 
took up residence in a sparsely settled 
section of the county, starting a smali 
farm. 

Dye owned a negro woman slave named 
Lucinda Dye and with her he 
until the time of his death 
ago. The woman and most of the off- 
spring of the relation are still alive in 
Elbert county, and they are fighting for 
the estate of the deceased. 
named by Dye in his will have been re- 
strained fron’ apportioning the money and 
property among the negroes, pending a 
settlement of the case in the courts. The 
twenty-nine relatives of Dye claim.that 
he was unduly influenced and not in 
possession of his mind when he signed the 
will by which the estate is given to Lu- 
cinda Dye and the jllegitimate children. 

His Riches Recounted. 

A scnedule of the money and properiy 
filed with the will, as:'de from a lot of 
land, household goods, impiements and mis- 
cellaneous valuables, shows that at the 
time of his death Dye had $72,7% in money 
and eighty-nire bales of cotton, weighing 
38.°91 pounds. He bequcathed all of his 
househcld property to Lucinda Dye and di- 
rected that the residue of his estate be in- 
vested in real estate for the benelit of the 
children of himself and the woman,-they 
to draw interest on the principal during 
their ratural lives. 

Dye left the sum of 31,000 to be invested 
for his »rother, Martin V. Dye, and $3,500 
to two others not relatives. I!is first di- 
rection was that his body be buried in a 
decent and Christian manner and that his 
grave be substantially inciosed and pro- 
vided with a suitahte to:inbstone, 

A Story of Blighted Love. 

The story of Dye’s life when told in its 
entirety reads like scmie strange fable. He 
once lived in Augusta and in that place 
was a popular young man, the beau ideal 
of the city. He was one of the leading 
spirits in ante-war society in Augusta 
and took a prominent part in many of the 
oid and famious fumctions of the gtate’s 
history at that interesting period. The 
story goes that he once fell in love with a 
beautiful young woman in Augusta and 
received no response to his arcent admira- 
tion. The rejection of his love cast a 
sloom over the young man then in the 
bloom of life ard Le left the city without 
telling what he intended to do in the fu- 
ture. 

It was some time afterwards when he 
was heard of in a secluded portion ‘of El- 
bert county. He lived at the same place 
there and by hard work ard miserly ways 
soon began to amass a fortune. He acted 
queerlv and lived a life of seclusion, tell- 
ing no one his business or the secret of his 
life. It was shortly after ke took up resi- 
dence in Elbert that he acquired the slave 
—Lucinda—and began his relations with 
her. Ile was a sirong man in body and 
mind, and but for his strange mode of 
living wuvuld iiave been considered a sub- 
stantial citizen of the county, although his 
acquaintances were not on intimate ierms 
with him, When he died the true story 
of his life came to light and it was then 
that the relatives stepped in and claimed 
the estate. 

Dye claimed before his death that his 
relatives had deserted him in life.

Elberton, Ga, February 4-—(Special.)— 
The “Dye tax case,”” as it is commonly 
called, has been and is yet one of the most 
interesting cases ever tried in Elbert. The 
late George W. Dye died in this county, 
leaving a considerable estate, something 
near $100,000, the greater part of which he 
bequeathed to a family of negroes that 
had been living with him before and since 
the war. 

For quite a number of years Mr. Dye re- 
turned a total taxable property amounting 
to $20,000. After his death Messrs. nh. &. 
Gairdner and John H. Grogan, his execu- 
tors, found property, in lands, cotton, notes 
and cash, etc., amounting to something 
more than $100,000. When this fact was 
made known the tax collector on instruc- 
tidms from the county board of commis- 
sioners and from Hon. W. A. Wr.ght, 
comptroller general of the state, issued 
tax fi. fas. against the estate to the 
‘amount of $25,000 or $30,000, running back to 
1867 and doubling for each year. This was 
stubbornly resisted by the executors and 
the case was called before Judge Reese, of 
the suprior court. 

At last September term of court the case 
was referred to Hon. Hal Lewis auditor, 
On the 17th of December last the auditor 
heard the case in this city, which was 
most ably represented by Judge P. P. 
Proffit, Colonel J. P. Shannon, Judge Hamp

hearing and examining into the 
case Mr. Lewis finds in favor of the ex- 
ecutors. The following is a brief- synopsis 
of his judgment: 

“From 1s67 to 1892 George W. Dye made 
regular annual returns of property tor 
taxation to proper Officers of the county, 
a correct schedule being now on d gest; 
that. he paid all the taxes demanded on 
said property. During the period of from 
1867 to 1892 he was never returned nor en- 
tered as a defaulter by any tax officer or 
other officer for failure to return any prop- 
erty. 

“After the death of George W. Dye the 
collector issued executions against him as 
defaulter, and for each year trom 1566 to 
1893. These fi, fas. were subsequently 
abandoned because Dye’s name was not 
entered as a defaulter. No formal entry 
was made on the execution docket until 
the 15th of March, 1894. In January, 1894, E. 
B. Higginbotham, tax collector, entered on 
coliector’s digest for defaulters for 1893 
the name of George W. Dye for each of 
the years. 1866 to 1°98 to .the amount of 
$59,000 and from 1874 to 1893 for $60,000. Said 
collector on the same day issued tax exe- 
cutions against executors for the double 
tax thus assessed. The defendants claimed 
only, however, that Dye was defaulter for 
1867 to 1892. This proceeding of the collec- 
tor was predicated upon the idea that 
George W. Dye had fraudulently concealed 
from the tax officers money and solvent 
debts liable to be taxed to the value stated, 


After 


that this alleged fraud was not discovered 
till after the death of said George W. Dye. 

“The plaintiff in this case had no notice 
of said assesament for back taxes and no 
opportunity for hearing them before. said 
assessment was made and said execution’ 
were issued. The name of George W. Dye 
never appeared as a defaulter for sa‘d taxes 
on any d:gest or other records prior to Jan- 
vary 30, 1894, nor were any proceedings had 
against him or his estate for such taxes. 
A written demand was made by.the col- 
lector on the plaintiff for said taxes. Af- 
ter his death the estate of George W. Dye 
was appraised, not including cash, at $32,- 
677, and his cash at $39,009.52. 

“The scheme of George W. Dye for many 
vears before his death was to invest a por- 
tion of his earnings in such currency of the 
United States as he considered non-taxable. 
His paper money stored away by him he 
dii not return for taxes nor did he pay 
any taxes thereon. How much of this 
money he had when he made his return 
for taxes tm 1892, or any one of the pre- 
vious years, does not appear from testi- 
mony. 

Gecrge W. Dye did not fraudulently 
conceal said money for the purpose of de- 
frauding the state or county of taxes due 
either, but he secreted the same for the pur- 
pose of its security and preservation. 

“The testimony is insufficient to authorize 
the ccnclusion that Dye failed to return 
for taxation any other money he may have 
possessed (save the paper money above 
mentioned) at such times as the law re- 
quires for taxation. 

“The testimony is further insufficient to 
authorize the conclusion that Dye during 
any of the time made false and fraudulent 
returns of his solvent debts.”’ 

The auditor then says: ‘I, therefore, con- 
clude that the defendants in this case failed 
to overcome the burden of proof cast upon 
them by the facts found in this report; 
that George W. Dye was not a defaulter 
as alleged by them, and that his estate is 
not liable for back taxes claimed.” 


SALE DAY AT McDONOUGH. 


No Advertised Sale, but There Were 
Private Traders. 


McDonough, Ga., February 4.—(Special.)— 
This being public sale day, the streets were 
crowded with vehicles of all descr ptions, 
All the smaller towns of the county, as 
well as the rural districts, were well repre- 
sented, and consequently the crowd was 
quite large. 

There were no advertised sales of land 
or other estate, but several horses, mules, 
buggies and harness changed hands, both 
at public outcry and private sale. 

The populists of the county held a meet- 
ing n the courthouse today, but their pro- 
ceedings seem to be quite secret. It has 
leaked out, however, that they passed res- 
olutions condemning the issuing of bonds 
for the purpose of erecting a new court- 
house, and asking the members and friends 
of the party to vote down the bonds. 

Your correspondent knows not what num- 
ber. constitutes a quorum at a populistic 
gathering, but is reliably informed that 
there were between a half dozen and a 
dozen at the meet ng held here today.

On last Wednesday night Al- 
bert was arrested by the sheriff of Union 
county. He was handcuffed and taken to 
Blairsville, where he will lie in jail until 
ccurt meets and his case ‘s dispcsed of. 

The arrest of.Phillips and the two. indict- 
ments found against him and John Phillips 
have caused many in this neighborhood 
to believe that whitecappers or friends of 
whitecappers were on the grand jury that 
did the indicting or had undue influence 
with some of the members. 

It was on the 27th day of last May that 
the people of Union county were startled 
by the report of a shocking instance of 
whitecapping. Albert Phillips, the son of 
John Phillips, testified in regard to an 
illicit distillery and some weeks later, on 
the night stated, was called out of the 
house. He went, not suspecting what was 
wanted. As soon as he came outside he 
was attacked by a band of mashed men. 
He was knocked down with the butt of a 
pistol and struck with sticks. His cries 
brought out his father anid his sisters— 
two of them. The father was shot down 
and the sisters were whtpped and then 
knocked down and then kicked and beaten. 
Albert was then taken to the woods and 
there whipped until the clothing on his 
back hung in shreds and his flesh was 
in but little better condition. Albert was 
able to make a report of the affair and the 
result was that there were several arrests, 
but none of the offenders have actually 
been brought into court for punishment.

Reduce the Cotton Acreage. 

The short crop of cotton has enabled 
the farmess of the south to realize 
prices that are at least not below the 
cost of production. With an average 
crop the farmérs would have been com- 
pelied to sell at a loss, as they did in 
1894. 

It should be borne in mind that the 
Short crop of last season was almost 
wholly due to the failure of the crop in 
Texas. It is true the farmers through- 
out the south planted a smaller-acreage 
than usual, but a good crop year in 
Texas would have increased the gen- 
eral yield to such an extent that prices 
would have represented loss instead of 
profit. 

Outside of Texas farmers reduced the 
acreage of cotton because they were 
compelled to. Like other people they 
find ready money a necessity, and cot- 
ton is their money crop. To get money, 
therefore, they must raise more or less 
cotton; but such is the condition of our 
finances that if they raise an average 
crop—a crop that is on a level with the 
world’s consumption—they are forced to 
sell it at a sacrifice: whereas, by rais- 
ing a short crop, they are enabled to 
realize prices that more nearly repre- 
sent the time, labor and capital that 
have been employed in raising the crop. 

It is, therefore, to the interest of the 
farmers of the south to reduce the 
acreage devoted to cotton. Both their 
necessities and their interests demand 

, this, especially when they know that 
they cannot now get as much per pound 


"in the markets for half a crop as they 


could get ten years ago for a full crop. 
The reason of this is that money is far 
dearer than anything it will buy; it is 
worth more than anything the people 
can produce; and this result has been 
brought about by the agents of the 
money power to the end that those who 
control the money of the country may be 
able to absorb for their own use and 
benefit all the profits that used to go to 
the producers of the country. 

We may protest against this state of 
things—and The Constitution does pro- 
test against it—but until the people 
themselves conclude to change the situa- 
tion they will have to pinch and econo- 
mize until they find a remedy. 

Now, the reduction of the cotton 
acreage is, under the present circum- 
stances, a measure of economy pure 
and simple. To reduce the acreage is to 
reduce the time, labor and capital nec- 
essary to produce the crop, and it is the 
only means of increasing the price of 

Even then 
the profits will be comparatively small. 

On the other hand, if the farmers 
pitch their crops for an average yield 
prices will be so low as to represent a 
loss, and a larger loss than they have 
yet experienced. For there is absolute- 
ly nothing in the situation to warrant 
a hepe that money will be cheaper when 
the farmers come to buy it with the 

_ products of their labor than it is now. 
On the contrary, all the symptoms go to 
show that it will be higher—that it will 

command a higher premium in labor 
and commodities than ever.

ures of economy suggested by the wis- 
dom and experience of the past. 


The farmers have decided advantages | 


in the matter of economy. Let the 
times be never so hard, and money 
never so high, they can always man- 
age to make a comfortable living out of 
the ground; and, in the present emer- 
gency, they can get fair prices for cot- 
ton by reducing the cotton acreage and 
devoting their time and attention to 
those branches of agriculture which look 
to the upbuilding of the farm and the 


home. 


Muzzle the People! 

The Quitman Free Press comes pretty 
near giving the true inwarduess of the 
oposition to one convention. The Free 
Press is for one convention provided the 
people will agree to certain conditions 
which it bluntly lays down, but if the 
people will not agree to those conditions 
then it is in favor of two conventions. 
Our contemporary blurts out its views 
as follows: 

Let us have one convention with a plat- 
form without any national matters in it; or 
two conventions if nationat issues are in- 
corporated in the state platform. 

We want a solid money plank in the na- 
tional. platform, but we don’t want any- 
thing said about silver or gold in the state 
platform, as these are matters controlled 
entirely by the national government. 

We move, therefore, that the state com- 
mittee call only one convention, setting out 
in the call that it is made on the condi- 
tion that not one word in the state plat- 
form shall relate to silver or gold or any 
other national matter, and that the elec- 
tors for the state should be sound money 
men with alternatives of the 16 to 1 stripe, 
who can serve in case the national conven- 
tion adopts a free silver plank. 

Will The Atlanta Constitution join us in 
this move? 

In other words, if the people of Geor- 
gia will keep quiet on the money ques- 
tion, suppress their opinions and abol- 
ish their convictions, the gold men are 
willing to agree to hold one convention 
only. “We want a solid money plank in 
the national platform, but we don’t want 
anything said about silver or gold in 
the state platform.” It is all a ques- 
tion of what “we” gold men “want,” 
and what “we” gold men “don't want.” 
The people are not in it at all. 

We beg the reader to go carefully over 
the last paragraph but one of the ex- 
tract we have quoted from The Quitman 
‘ree Press. The proposition is made 
“that-the state committee call only one 
convention, setting out in the call that 
it is made on the condition that not one 
word in the state platform shall relate 
to silver or gold, or any other national 
matter, and that the electors for the 
state should be ‘sound’ money men.” 

Such bluntness is both refreshing and 
illuminating. It shows precisely where 
the gold contractionists stand. They 
are willing that only one convention 
should be held provided the peeple can 
be muzzled; and, in order to make sure 
of the muzzling process, they call on the 
state democratic committee to take the 
extraordinary step of calling the con- 
vention on condition that the people 
agree to suppress their opinions and 
convictions, and refrain from expressing 
their views in their own convention. 
And the gold contractionist organ from 
which we have quoted asks if The Con- 
stitution will join it in advocating this 
extraordinary propostion to muzzle pub- 
lic opinion and suppress the views of 
the democratic voters of the state! 

We are glad The Quitman Free Press 
has blurted out its desires. They run 
on all-fours with those of the gold con- 
tractionists. This element knows very 
well that the people of Georgia—the 
democratic yoters—are overwhelmingly 
opposed to the single gold standard, but 
it sees in two-conventions a faint hope 
of packing one or the other. Conse- 
quently those of them who don’t want 
to hear from the people are opposed to 
one convention. Not only that, they are 
opposed to harmony on democratic lines, 
and if they cannot rule the party they 
are perfectly willing to ruin it. In jus- 
tice, however, to many of those who are 
goid men yet who want fair play and 
who are not afraid to trust the people, 
be it said that the argument for only 
one convention is so strong that they do 
not hesitate to accept it. They do this 
without modifying their views on the 
financial question, and with the knowl- 
edge that it is best for the party to have 
a representative expression on this and 
all other subjects, They want the peo- 
ple to come out. 

Now, The Constitution is in favor of 
the freest and fullest expression of the 
popular will, and it is perfectly willing 
to abide by the decision of the demo- 
cratic voters. If they want the gold 
standard let them have an opportunity 
to say so; if they are opposed to it let 
them have the same opportunity for 
putting their views on record. 

Only those who are afraid of the peo- 
ple are opposed to one convention.

As to Assistant Chief Wright. 

In abolishing the detective depart- 
ment it seems that the office of assist- 
ant chief of police was likewise abol- 
ished, as it is chaimed that it was created 
for the purpose of making the assistant 
chief the head of the detective depart- 
ment. This matter was not discussed 
by the council when the detective de- 
partment was abolished, but, construc- 
tively, Assistant Chief Wright loses his 
position while all the other members of 
the detective ‘department were trans- 
ferred for duty on the regular police 
force. 

It is probable that the council did 
not intend to legislate Assistant Chief 
Wright out of office. He became con- 
nected with the police department in 
1879, and his record for faithful work 
has not been successfully assailed. 

We believe the council did right in 
abolishing the independent detective 
department, and we are of the opinion 
that this department can be adminis- 
tered much more satisfactorily under 
the direct supervision of the chief of 
police than it was as an independent 


organization. The work of this depart- 


| ment is so closely identified with the 
work of the police department that it 
should be conducted under the same 
control. 

Since there has been o direct charge 
of inefficiency against Assistant Chief 
Wright, and since the other officers of 
the detective department have been pro- 
vided for, itis probable that the council, 
at its next meeting will construe its act 
abolishing the detective department so 
as to permit Captain Wright to continue 
to serve the police department in the 
capacity of assistant chief, to which 
position he was elected last year. If this 
is done he will serve under the direc- 
tion of Chief Connolly, who, it is un- 
derstood, is in favor of such legislation 
as will enable the department to retain 
the services of Captain Wright. 

Of course the council does not want 
to do injustice to anybody, and while 
the peeple are satisfied that it acted 
wisely in abolishing the detective de- 
partment, they do not wish to legislate 
Captain Wright out of office, if he has 
proven an efficient adjutant to the chief, 
and if his services are satisfactory to 
the head of the department and to the 
commissioners. 
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“Views” and “Changes.” 

Senator Gordon, according to our 
Washington correspondent, “regrets” 
the error that was made in pairing him 
for the senate free coinage substitute 
with Senator Sewell, who was aygainst 
it, “in that it would appear he had 
changed his views on the silver aues- 
tion.” 

This is very interesting indeed. Which 
set of the senators “views” would it 
appear that ke bad changed?. In the 
financial whirligig many leading men 
have for reasons best known to them- 
selves changed their views on the silver 
question. Some of them have one set 
of “views” for campaign purposes at 
home and another for lJegislsiive pur- 
poses at) Washington. 

What are Senator Gordon's present 
“views” on the silver question? We re- 
member that shortly before he left for 
Washington to take the seat to which 
he had been elected he sent from the 
rural precincts of his Butler county 
farm a letter in which he informed the 
people of Georgia that he was in favor 
of the free coinage of silver and that 
he would never change these views. He 
sent the letter or the address to The 
Constitution and it was duly spread out 
in these columns. 

That was shortly after his election. 
When the Sherman law was up for dis- 
cussion Senator Gordon suddenly ap- 
peared as the supporter of uncondition- 
al repeal, a fact that showed he had 
changed his silver views to some extent. 
But how much? Where does he stand 
now? And what are his views on the 
silver question? 

It is almost impossible for The Con- 
Stitution to keep up with the protean 
changes of some of our modern states- 
men, but we try to do the best we can. 
Has Senator Gordon changed his silver 
views since he wrote from his Butler 
county farm? If he has, is he not just 
as likely to change again? 


The Mexican Exhibit. 

It is a matter of sincere regret to all 
Atlantians that certain; misapprehen- 
sions should have caused one moment’s 
embarrassment regarding the otherwise 
congenial and pleasant relations brought 
about by the part taken by Mexico in 
the Cotton States and International ex- 
position. Senor Gonzalez, who is just 
now leaving for his home in the City of 
Mexico, carries with him the confidence 
and genial friendship of all our people 
with whom he has come in contact. 

We thought ourselves particularly for- 
tunate in securing the consent of Mex- 
ico to make a limited display at our 
exposition. Upon the arrival of Senor 
Gonzalez on the scene he was so im- 
pressed with the magnitude and im- 
portance of the enterprise that he im- 
mediately undertook the work of induc- 
ing his government to materially add 
to the scope of their exhibit. Upon the 
presentations made by Commissioner 
Gonzalez, his government immediately 
suggested to the Mexican congress .the 
propriety of a liberal increase in the ap- 
propriation. None better than our peo- 
ple should understand the unavoidable 
delays ‘in government appropriations, 
and it would not have been possible to 
put a measure of this character through 
our congress as rapidly as it has been 
accomplished in Mexico. It must be 
remembered that this step was not 
taken until Commissioner Gonzalez ar- 
rived in Atlanta late in August. The 
measure was put through congress and 
funds forwarded to the consul general 
of the republic, who is located in New 
York city, on January 10th. These 
funds arrived in Atlanta, through the 
medium of the consul general, on Jan- 
uary 31st. 

Realizing the necessity for ready 
funds several citizens of Atlanta came 
forward and proffered to Commissioner 
Gonzalez ready cash and other accom- 
modations, which were accepted by him 
with the distinct understanding that 
reimbursement would be impossible un- 
til the arrival of funds from Mexico. 
It was particularly unfortunate that 
the gentleman who made these advances 
to Commissioner Gonzales became ill 
and found it necessary to go to Europe, 
leaving his affairs In the hands of 
others, whence some misapprehension 
arose, out of which grew the rumor that 
the Mexican exhibit had been attached. 
The fact is, however, that the property 
of the Mexican republic was not at- 
tached, nor were papers of any charac- 
ter served upon Senor Gonzalez or his 
assistants. Upon the arrival of ftinds 
from Mexico, which came in due pro- 
cess, and were not in any way hastened 
by the gossip referred to, all: indebted- 
ness incurred by the commissioner was 
immediately adjusted with the original 
parties without the intervention, in any 
way, of the courts or attorneys. 

The Constitution has had occasion 
heretofore, which is now. repeated, to 
acknowledge not only the friendly at- 
titude of the Mexican government to- 
ward our great enterprise, but the 


thoroughly acceptable presence of Com- 
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in a position where he had to act upon 
his own discretion, he met every re- 
quirement with a tact and skill which 
should commend him to President Diaz 
as a worthy representative of Mexican 
interests. At its closing regular meet- 
ing the directors of the Cotton States 
and International exposition paid Com- 
missioner Gonzalez and the Mexican 
government the distinguished honor of 
special commendation, which was not 
done in any other case. 

That Atlanta appreciates the partici- 
pation of the Mexican government, the 
ability of its commissioner, and the 
prompt and honorable manner in which 
all the business of the display was 
finished up, is the universal verdict, 
which The Constitution heartily in- 
dorses.

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The Passing of Useless Laws. 

Just now the people of Rhode Island 
are considerably exercised over the dis- 
covery that there are hardly any legal 
marriages in that state. 

This condition of affairs was discov- 
ered by a legislative committee formed 
to revise the statutes. The members 
came across a law enacted about sixty 
years ago requiring that all marriages 
should be performed by persons “duly 
licensed” for that purpose. For a few 
years thereafter the clergymen of the 
state had their names registered in or- 
der to alithorize them to perform the 
very important function of seeing that 
the people were properly married. Grad- 
ually the custom was dropped and cler- 
Zymen went on performing their func- 
tions, satisfied with the authority which 
their churches had given them, and 
feeling sure that that authority was 
fully recognized by the state. The con- 
sequence is that for nearly fifty years 
marriages have been performed which 
cannot be defended in court. Out of 
this condition of affairs it is probable 
that many lawsuits may spring, espe- 
cially in cases where property is at stake. 
The legislature of Rhode Island will be 
called upon to pass an act legalizing all 
those marriages in order to avert a gen- 
eral litigation. 

The whole incident but serves to show 
the folly of legislatures passing laws 
merely to fill up a session. There is 
scarcely a legislature in the union which 
does not sit day after day multiplying 
laws in order that their authors may 
have something to do, or that lawyers 
may have opened up to them some new 
avenue of litigation. The election,of a 
few governors with backbone enough 
to veto by wholesale the acts passed by 
legislatures might be a good remedy 
for the existing evil. As it is it would 
take the entire time of a lawyer to keep 
up with the constant changes in the 
Statutes. If the people at once under- 
stood what the law is, they might be 
able to dispense to a great extent with 
the aid of lawyers.

A Useless Office. 

The State Medical Society and the 
State Bar Association, of New York, 
have united in the movement for the 
abolition of the office of coroner. 

As stated by The New York Herald, 
these distinguished bodies look upon 
the coroner as out of place as well as 
out of date. The functions now vested 
in that officer are two-fold, that of a 
physician and that of a criminal mag- 
istrate. 

There is hardly a county in Georgia 
in which abuses attending the adminis- 
tration of that office are not matters of 
common notoriety. The finding of a 
coroner’s jury plays no figure in the 
subsequent trial of any case, and even 
the medical feature of it is usually car- 
ried on in a way as to be of no service. 
As a rule first-class physicians are 
never called upon, and the ones who are 
young in experience and looking for 
something to do are the ones called 
upon. 

The position of a coroner is utterly 
useless, and it is easy to see that it 
is one that might be dispensed with. 


Campos Will Be Heard From. 

It would not be surprising if upon 
the re-entrance of General Martinez 
Campos into active Spanish politics the 
heart of the Cuban struggle should be 
transferred into Spain itself. General 
Campos has always been a unique figure 
in Spain. Possessed of rare personal 
courage, with a high sense of chivalry,, 
and disdaining corrupt dealing, he has 
always been a Spanish ideal of a great 
man. It was he who, in the collapse of 
the Spanish republic, held the garrisons 
of Madrid together and called upon the 
young Prince Alfonso to return to the 
throne of his fathers. This has given 
him a high place in the minds of the 
people, and he is looked upon as “the 
king maker.”

Going into 
the cortes, as he soon will, with the 
democracy of Spain at his back, he will 
be able to shake up the dry bones of 
Spanish conservatism, and possibly 
serve notice on the queen regent to re- 
turn to her Austrain home.

Let him 
arrange to fully meet this demand, and 
then plant what land he has left over in 
cotton. If it takes all his land to raise 
all the hog and hominy he needs, so be 
it. tet him raise hog and hominy and 
let cotton alone.

Due to the Present Stringency of Bus- 
iness and Bad Collections. 

Port Huron, Mich., February 4.—S. L. 
Ballantine, a prominent dry goods dealer, 
this morning filed a mortgage for $5,560 
on real estate with a trustee to secure 
outside creditors for that amount. 

Mr. Ballantine’s failure is due to bad col- 
lections and the present stagnation of bus- 
iness. The business has been sold and will 
be conducted by a new company. During 
the last strike Ballantine trusted strigers to 
the extent of $8,000, which he has been un- 
able to collect. The failure has created 
much excitement, and it is rumored that 
several more failures will result in a few 


days. 


cial Circle Case Last Week-—De- 
cision Expected Very Soon. 


Colonel N. J. Hammond has just return- 
ed from Washington, where he went two 
weeks ago to argue the famous Social Cir- 
cle long and short haul case before the 
supreme court. A decision is expected in 
the now celebrated case in a short time. 

Colonei Hammond, ex-Senator Edmunds 
and W. W. Baxter, of Nashville, submitted 
the concluding axyfuments in the case 
last Thursday and Friday, Mr. Baxter for 
the railroads, and Colonel Hammond and 


Mr.Edmunds for the government. Colonel 
Hammond opened the argument, and was 
replied to by Mr. Baxter. Mr. Edmunds 
closed the case. 

The long and shert haul freight rate 
case has been pending in the courts since 
1891, and a final settlement of it is being 
looked forward to by the railroad compa- 
nies and commercial men throughout the 
country. The decision to be made in the 
Social Circle case will establish an ifm- 
portant precedent—one effective throughout 
the country. 

The principal question at issue is whether 
the railroad companies can legally charge 
more for a short haul than for a long one. 
That is, if they can charge a higher rate 
to a non-competitive point than to a com- 
petitive point, when the non-competitive 
point is nearer the place of shipment than 
the competitive one. 

Gist of the Issue Involved. 

A non-competitive point is a station 
where there is but one line of railroad, as 
is well known. The issue involved in the 
litigation grew out of the rates charged 
to Social Circle, Ga., being higher from 
Cincinnati than from that place to Augus- 
ta, a much farther point. In other words, 
the ‘haul from Cincinnati is called a long | 
haul, for the reason that the distance from 
Cincinnati to Augusta is considerably more 
—over one hundred miles. Notwithstanding 
the shorter distance, the railroads charged 
a higher rate from Cincinnati and other 
shipping points to Social Circle than to 
Augusta, and it was that discrimination 
which brought about the litigation. . 

Augusta is a competitive point—that is, 
it is a station entered by more than one 
line of railroads, making competition in 
transportation rates possible—and those 
fighting the case argue that because it is 
@ competitive point the railroads named 
a lower rate than to Social Circle, a sta- 
tion more than one hundred miles nearer 
the shipping point in the case at issue. 
Colonel Hammond’s side of the case is that 
to charge a ‘higher rate to a way station 
from a given point, because there is no 
competition at the way station, is an un- 
just discrimination against the way sla- 
tion shippers or receivers of freight. 

A Difference of 37 Cents. 

To illustrate the point more clearly, in the 
present case in the supreme court, the 
railroaaus charged a rate of $1.37 per hundred 
weight from Cincinnati to Social Circle. 
On the same class of freight they only 
charged $1.07 per hundred weight from Cin- 
cinnati to Augusta—a distance more than 
one hundred miles greater. The hypothesis 
is that Social Circle is not a competitive 
point, while Augusta is. 

The same principle is involved through- 
out the country, and if the supreme court 
decides the case against the railroads, the 
present transportation rates will be revo- 
lutionized. The practice of charging high- 
er rates for shorter hauls where the short 
hauls end at non-competitive points, is gen- 
eral throughout the country, and it can 
be readily seen that the final decision in the 
case will be of great importance. 

The litigation js based on the interstate 
commerce act, which seeks to prevent un- 
just discrimination. 

The Case a Celebrated One, 


When the Social Circle case came to 
light it at once created wide-spread inter- 
est for the reason that it was the first is- 
sue of the kind ever made under the law. 
For several years the railroads and the in- 
terstate commerce commission have been 
agitating the case in the courts. 

The case first came to light before Judge 
Newman in 1891. He decided the issue fa- 
vorably to the railroads, and an appeal 
was taken to the circuit court at New Or- 
leans. That court reversed the decision 
of Judge Newman, deciding that the rail- 
roads could not discriminate against non- 
competitive points without violating the in- 
terstate commerce law. The decision was 
the last made in the case, and unless re- 
versed by the supreme court in its deci- 
sion to be made soon, the principle that 
higher rates cannot be charged for shorter 
hauls will be established. 

Before the Supreme Court. 

The railroads and steamship lines inter- 
ested, took exception to the New Orleans 
decision, and two years ago they appealed 
the case from the circuit court to the su- 
preme court at Washington. All of the 
attorneys interested on both sides of the 
case argued the points involved a year or 
more ago, but some misunderstanding 
arose, and the court granted another hear- 
ing. The case was set for a final hearing 
some time ago, but Dy reason of the ab- 
sence of one of the justices and the fur- 
ther delay caused by the death of another, 
the case went over from time to time, never 
reaching a final hearing until Thursday 
of last week. The full court heard the ar- 

uments in the case, and the decision to 

e handed down will establish the rule 
and decide the law points at issue. 

Colonel Hammond made an able argu- 
ment before the court in support of his 
side of the case. He is thoroughly familiar 
with the intricate points at issue, and ex- 
plained them at length to the eminent 
justices, Ex-Senator Edmunds and Mr. 
Baxter also threw much light on the ques- 
tion, and nothing remains to be done except 
await the decision of the court. 


Steamship Lines, Too. 


The steamship lines subject to the oper- 
ations of the interstate commerce act will 
be affected by the decision with the rail- 
roads. The water routes—like the rail 
routes—charge a higher rate to non-compet- 
itive pcints when the distance is shorter, 
and should the supreme court sustain the 
judgment of the New Orleans court, a 
great reduction will have to be made in the 
rates to non-competitive points, Tepresent- 
ing a saving of many million dollars now 
paid annually by merchants doing business 
at non-competitive stations.

J. J. Rivers Cut in Two by a Train at 
Meridian. 


Meridian, Miss., February 4.—(Special.)— 
J. J. Rivers, a car inspector employed by : 
the New Orleans and Northeastern Rail- 
road Company, was killed in the yards 
here this afternoon about 4 o'clock when 
he attempted to pass under some cars that 
were standing on a side track. 

Just as Rivers was under the cars they 
were struck by some other cars switched 
on this side track and he was struck and 
thrown back on the track. Before he 
could extricate himself the whecls passed 
over his abdomen, nearly severing his 
body in twain. 

His remains were gathered up and sent 
to an undertaker’s establishment, where 
they were prepared for burial. He was a 
married man.

Vigorous Kick Against the Loca- 
tion of the New Jail. 


There will be several interesting matters 
that will come up for consideration at the 
meeting of the board of county commis- 
sioners this morning. 

First of all in importance will be the 
discussion of the new jail. While the com- 
missioners will discuss the advisability of 
beginning work on the property, @ much 
larger number of gentlemen occupying 
seats in the audience will be preparing to 
make a decided and vigorous’ protest 
against the present location as recently de- 


cided. 

Mr. Grant Wilkins will be appointed su- 
pervising architect and will also be includ- 
ed in the committee which is soon to leave 
for a tour of inspection through the princi- 
pal cities of the United States. At the 
same time that Mr. Wilkins is elected one 
of the committee, Mr. Walter R. Brown 
will request that the name of Dr. Hope, 
superintendent of the almshouse, be added 
to the number. Dr. Hope is to go in order 
to inspect the asylums of the country with 
an idea of improvements that are to be 
made at the county farm. 

A petition will be presented the commis- 
sioners by the officers of the Fifth regi- 
ment, asking that the county grade a rifle 
range on the property in the rear of Lake- 
wood. The regiment now hold an option on 
a large tract of land in that locality and it 
is its purpose to have the plot well graded 
and placed in suitable condition for the 
usages to which it will be put. 

Other matters of importance will be con- 
sidered, among which may be some sug- 
gestions in regard to improvements on the 
public roads, and it is probable that the 
government road may be touched upon, 
though the commissioners have done about 
everything they can until the authorities 
in Washington are heard from. 

Pryor Street Up in Arms. 

When the commissioners reach the discus- 
sion of the new jail, there will be made a 
vigorous kick on the locality by the resi- 
dents of Pryor street. 

Property holders in that portion of the 
city and especially on Pryor and near ad- 
joining streets do not like the idea of hav- 
ing a jail so close, and they will talk out 
in meeting this morning. A large number 
of the citizens have stated that they will 
be on hand when the question is called, 
and they will give their reasons for protest- 
ing against the establishment of a jail on 
that street. 

The county commissioners have invested 
many thousands of dollars in the lot ad- 
joining the courthouse, and say that mat- 
ters have gone too far to be reconsidered. 

“Why the kicks that are being made are 
without grounds,” said Mr. Brown yester- 
day. ‘‘You see the building will be an ele- 
gant structure and from the exterior there 
will be nothing to suggest a jail. You will 
not be able to see the bars or prisoners, 
and from all appearances it will be just like 
an office building and will be much hand- 
somer than is the present courthouse. I 


was greatly surprised to find that there was | 


objection to the site. It seems to me to be 
the only place where the jail could possi- 
bly be located.”’ 

“The building will be of handsome and 
costly mraterial and the front will be just 
the same as if it was an office building. 
The front rooms will be occupied by the 
county officials and there will be nothing 
al all suggestive. The entrance will be 
from the rear and the prisoners will not 
enter from the front. There can be no 
objection, I think, and I am sure 
the kicks will not have a tendency to 
throw water upon the movement. We are 
going right ahead and will see what is 
best to be dore and will then have our 
plans and specifications made and will 
then have bids. After this the work 
wil! be begun and in a short time the 
building will tower high above the other 


buildings and will be an ornament to that : 


part of the city.

New York, February 4.—The central fact 
today was a sudden somersault in the next 
crop months, which, from being quiet of 
late, became quite strong. The sudden 
turn for the better was due to overselling, 
though Liverpool took the initiative inas- 
much/as, while it reduced its quotation on 
this <rop from 1 to 2 points, it advanced 
the new crop months in some cases 1 
point. Shorts thereupon took the alarm, 
and it is of interest to notice that the 
final prices here tonight, though 6 points 
lower for the day on February and only 2 
to 4 points higher on other months of this 
crop, are nevertheless 4 to 6 points higher 
than yesterday on the next crop positions. 
Nobody really Knows anything about the 
next acreage, still less anything concern- 
ing the next crop, although everybody had 
jumped to the conclusion that the next 
acreage would be enormous and the next 
crop something unprecedented in the histo- 
ry of cotton culture, and a private dis- 
patch said: 

“There is a disposition to let the near 
months alone and to buy the next crop 
months at these prices.” 

New Orleans reported a good spot de- 
mand, the receipts at interior points were 
light and at the ports moderate. There 
was some liquidation of March in antici- 
pation of news, but speculation on the 
whole was still small, sales reaching only 
104,500 bales. The market, however, closed 
steady. Liverpool was unchanged on the 
spot with sales of 8,000 bales. Futures 
closed steady. Manchester was dull and 
yarns were irregular, while cloths were 
easier. Spot cotton here was quiet and un- 
changed. Savannah was easy and Nor- 
folk fell 1-l6c; Augusta was rather 
firmer. New York sold 119, New Orleans 
4,000, Savannah 856, Augusta 654 and St. 
Louis 500. Augusta received 240 bales, 
against 466 last week and 418 last year; 
Memphis 359, against 460 a week ago and 
673 last year: St. Louis 255, against 552 last 
week and 465 last year, and Houston 5,585, 
against 3,837 a week ago and 8,094 last year.

The Cereal Situation. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

Although the strength of the general sit- 
vation is encouraging to expectations of a 
still higher range of prices for wheat be- 
for Mey the action of the market last week 
demonstrated the fact that the operator 
who accepted profits on the sharp bulges 
would have plenty of chances to take back 
his wheat at a fair decline. The strong 
advance which culminated on Monday of 
last week was followed by a very material 
reaction, which lasted until Wednesday and 
then prices again turned upward, only to 
meet a setBack on Friday, when there was 
again heavy liquidation to secure profits 
and some short selling. Stronger cables 
from Europe and the report cf a large de- 
crease in Liverpool stocks during January 
caused the market to open Saturday morn- 
ing at the highest prices touched on this 
advance. While there is a large outside 
trade in wheat, the market has so far been 
controlled largely by the operations of pro- 
fessionals who are willing to accept good 
profits. General interest in the market is 
increasing, however, and it promises soon 
to bscome too large to be controlled by any 
man or any clique. If the winter wheat 
crop looks as badly as expected when 
spring ope1is the countrymen are quite like- 
ly to again take complete centrol of the 
market into their own hands as they did 
last spring—for a time. 

The northwestern movement has been 
somewhat larger, as expected, and the still 
higher range of prices now prevailing is 
quite likely to increase receipts at Minne- 
apolis and Duluth. There has been no 
doubt at any time that the movement of 
spring wheat would continue large, for the 
enormous proportions of the crop are well 
known, but it has been pointed out time 
and again in this paper that the strength of 
the situation outside of the northwest would 
sooner or later become the. dominating in- 
fluence in the market of this country. The 
searcity of winter wheat has thrown upon 
the northwest a very unusual demand for 
both wheat and flour and as this demand is 
likely to continue there is little occasion 
to fear the future receipts of spring wheat. 
A large amount of wheat has been bought 
in the northwest for shipment to the east 
and last week Mr. Armour was reported to 
be a heavy buyer of wheat in Minneapolis 
for shipment to Chicago, the difference in 
prices making the transaction profitable. 
The demand for flour increased with the 
strength in wheat and an increase in pro- 
—— is necessary to meet the require- 

ents. 

The receipts of winter wheat continue 
moderate and as mentioned above, the 
trade situation in all of the markets out- 
side of the northwest is very streng. Of 
the wheat included in the visible supply 
statement over 50,000,000 bushels is held at 
Minneapolis, Duluth and Chicago, and in 
most of the markets of the country there 
is an actual scarcity of wheat. The New 
York stocks of something over 6,000,000 
bushels are entirely inadequate to meet the 
requirements here, and exports have to be 
mostly worked from the west and north- 
west. The strength of prices in St. Louis 
and Toledo is a sufficient comment on the 
condition of affairs that prevails in those 
markets. One year ago No. 1 northern 
wheat was selling in the New York market 
at about 8c. premium over No. 2 red winter 

+ » ’ 
but the latter grade of wheat now com- 
mands a premium over the former of about 
4c. and it would be difficult to find stronger 
evidence than this of the strength of the 
Winter wheat situation. The large pur- 
chases on the Pacific coast for shipment to 
Australia and south Africa have reduced 
the exportable surplus from the old crop to 
very “oe proportions and:thereby cut off 
an Ay urope one of its usual sources of 

There is nothing particularly ne ] 
the growing crop of winter wheat "Rain 
throughout the west has further exposed 
the plant to the unfavorable influence of 
Changeable weather, and all of the crop 
authorities agree that the condition of the 
crop is not satisfactory. The belief that 
spring will reveal an unfavorable outlook 
has had much influence on country buy- 
ers, but the question of the next crop has 
not yet attained a cduminating influence in 
the speculative markets, the advance be- 
ing largely due, so far, to the improvement 
ie oe Situation. :

(91,000 bushels of wheat and flour from the 
Pacific coast against 1,267,000 bushels in 
the previous’ week. The decrease in ship- 
ments from the Atlantic coast was there- 
fore 823,000 bushels, and owing to the diffi- 
culty in obtaining wheat for prompt ship- 
ment it is probable that clearances will 
continue relatively moderate for a time in 
comparison with the heavy exports from 
the middle of December to the last week 
in January. 

The European situation looks stronger 
than ever as the weeks slip by. Market 
cables from there have shown little inde- 
pendent strength until Saturday morning, 
when Liverpool prices came 1d higher in 
the face of a weak closing here the pre- 
vious day. This strength was attribute® 
to the announcement that Liverpool stocks 
of wheat had decreased 1,603,000 bushels 
during January and were only 2,916,000 
bushels. Tue fact that the available sup- 
plies of western Europe were decreasing 
rapidly has seemed apparent from the 
weekly reports of shinments to those 
countries for some: time past, particularly 
as an English authority claims that de- 
velopments show conclusively that the re- 
quirements of importing countries had been 
underestimated. Russian shipments have 
been reduced by the cold weather closing 
some of the principal ports, and the frade 
of western Europe finds it impossible to 
keep the amount of breadstuffs on ocean 
passage from shrinking considerably. Un- 
favorable crop reports come from all of 
the principal ceuntries in which the new 
crop becomes available for shipment in 
the late winter and spring months. Aus- 
tralia will have no wheat for éxport and 
India has a short crop, while the Argentine 
crop is late, and so far as can be learned 
that country will have a surplus no larger, 
if es large, as last year. It is quite prob- 
able, however, that shipments from Ar- 
gentine in March and April will be liberal, 
as that country always markets its sur- 
plus with a rush. It looks now as though 
Europe would need this wheat on account 
of reduced stocks quite urgenily by the 
tim. it becomes available.

It Remains with the Governor. 

There is now nothing that can be done ex- 
cept place the matter before Governor At- 
kinson for his consideration. The case has 
taken the regular course and in all trials 
Duncan has been found guilty. This will, 
of course, have its weight with the govern- 
or, but it is said the papers which will be 
presented to him by Solicitor Hill will also 
carry much weight. 

The papers will bear many signatures and 
it is possible that nearly all of the jurors 
will ask for @ commutation of the sentence. 


OUR NAVAL MILITIA. 


Assistant Secretary of the Navy To In- 
spect Our Naval Company.

A large amount of goods has been stolen 
from cars in the last few days and until 
yesterday morning none of the thieves had 
been apprehended. 

Two members of a gang estimated at 
eight or ten members were arrested yester- 
day, one early in the morning and another 
shortly after noon. Porter Chapman was 
the first of the gang fo be arrested and he 
took dinner at the police station. Harry 
Ross, another of the car breakers, was ar- 
rested about noon and locked up a short 
time afterwards. 

Last night a two-horse wagon load of 
stolen gocds was hauled to the police sta- 
tion and a lot of other stuff may be re- 
covered this mornirg. The goods re- 
covered were stolen from cars in the Cen- 
tral and Western and Atlantic railroad 
yards in the last five days. 

Among the goods recovered there are 
several boxes of tobacco, three. cases of 
lard, a large box of coffee, a barrel of 
Sugar and other stu equally valuable. 
The goods are worth quite a sum of 
money. Only part of the goods stolen from 
cars in the yards mentioned has as yet 
been recovered, but the remainder of the 
stolen goods has been located and will be 
found today. 

Two or three days azo complaint ‘was 
made to the police department by the 
Western and Atlantic railroad that a car 
had been broken open in, their yards, from 
which two large barrels of sugar had been 
stolen. One of the barrels was found the 
next morning in a yard near the railroad 
tracks and Marrietta street.

Is Duncan Innocent? 

“The fact that Duncan has been charged 


with a fearful crime and has been found 


guilty before several magistrates does not 
convince many that he is as guilty as the 
law has found. 

Even since the last trial before Judge 
Beck there have been several develop- 
ments, it is claimed, which have gteatly 
changed the situation in the case One of 
the jury which convicted him has said that 
he would not do so again, but there would 
mt be am Acquital or a’ mistrial, as he 
would never consent to a verdict of guilty. 

Solicitor Hill strongly believes that the 
law could not afford to hang Duncan and 
with him there are many of the same opin- 
ion. Nearly every lawyer seen yesterday 
by a Constitution representative was in fa- 


vor of a commutation of the sentence or. 


an acquittal out and out. 

The circumstances in the case, the 
charges and other features connected, have 
brought many to the conclusion that Dun- 
can has been too severely dealt with, and 
that if he is hung his punishment will be 
too great. 

Duncan was first charged with an at- 
tempt to rape, but after the trial was begun 
the charge was changed*to that of rape. 
Under this charge Duncan was convicted, 
and after the usual trials had been heJd he 
Was sentenced to die upon the scaffold, 

Juror Renfroe Talks. 

Mr. C. E. Renfroe, foreman of the Atlanta 
Gaslight Company, was a member of the 
jury which found a verdict cf cuilt. Mr. 
Renfroe will” go to Solicitor iiils office

He has been 
charged with a horrible crime; he has been 
Sworn against, and now he is sentenced to

Water Board Will Convene in 
Regular Session Today. 


The board of water commissioners will 
convene in regular session this afternoon 
in the mayor’s apartments, on the third 
floor of the city hail. 

The indications are that the session will 
be a lively and interesting one and the 
probabilities are that every member of the 
board will be present. 

Colonel Woodward, the new supertntend- 
ent of the waterworks system, will submit 
his monthly report, a paper which will cov- 
er in detail the work of the water system 
for the month past. The report will show 
the amount of money expended and the 
work that has been done on the big main 
now being built, with every other detail of 
the -department since the last meeting of 
the water board. Superintendent Wood- 
ward having submitted his report, the at- 
tention of the board will be called to the 
fact that Atlanta’s water system is with- 
out a secretary, an officer which was pro- 
vided by the board years ago, when the 
board was ifstituted. 

It is yet uncertain whether the board of 
water commissioners will elect a secretary 
to the board or abolish the office. In the 
event the office is abolished, however, the 
work the secretary has been performing 
will be done in the superintendent’s office. 
But should the board decide to elect a 
secretary, the race may be a warm one.

Charles Roberts and Mr. Ed Barnes are 
after the place, too.

The police and detectives working on 
the car breaking cases decline to give out 
the particulars of the robberies, but it 
appears that two policemen located a lot 
of stolen stuff in a place near the corner 
of Marietta and Thurmond streets. The 
goods were watched all day yesterday, but 
not removed to police headquarters until 
late last night. Officers R. G. Wilson and 
Chandler found the stuff on their beat and 
the matter was reported to the detectives.

More from Major John C. Whitner 
Urging a Change of Place. 


Editor Constitution—Conscience is God's 
vice-gerent in the soul, and man is required 
to obey its behests. While that ig so, an- 
other duty equally, if not more pressing, 
is that he should keep his comscience en- 
lightened so that its dictates will be ac- 
cording. to God’s will. This enlightenment 
is obtained from revelation, which man 1s 
to study, seeking aid and teaching of 
others better intormed, and look.ng all 
the while to the guidance of the holy spirit. 

The teachings of revelation have been 
summarized by Christ as consisting of 
supreme love for God, and love for our 
neighbor equal to love for ourselves. Never 
am 1 to put my interests ahead~of my 
neighbor’s interests, but must make them 
exactly equal. Hence, if 1 alone should be 
benefited by preventing the building of 
the jail, while the interests of a majority 
of residents on Pryor and Loyd streets 
would be injured, my conscience would 
surely need enlightenment if it did not 
lash me, should I follow my own interests, 
It would be little better if six or ten or 
twenty others were in lke manner led to 
conclusions injurious to the interests of 
hundreds of their fellows. _ 

Judgment is another quality of the soul 
which may be led by seif. One’s interests 
must not alone guide in enterprises aifecting 
others adversely. With conscience enlight- 
ened by the law of love, judgment if it err 
will err in behalf of neighbors, in behalf 
of the greatest good to the greatest num- 
ber. Don’t tell me that because I have 
property risked by my rule of action, that 
therefore that action is conscientious, my 
judgment correct, and that the opinion of 
others and the welfare of others should 
be of no weight. 

It is to be hoped, therefore, that what I 
am doing is in behalf of my neig rs as 
much as myself. if the evidence pressing 
upon me be worth anything, then surely 
my duty is to go ahead, trusting that the 
great influences which have just now 
swung to my back, though but the other 
day I was almost single handed, will il- 
lustrate that vox popul: is really manifest- 
ing vox Dei. Six°- men may be infallible, 
but it is not proved, by the endeavor to 
turn human imstinct into appreciating the 
expenditure of $500,000 of Money for a pala- 
tial jail, as better than human refinement 
and Christian homes. Hundreds are areus- 
ed and hundreds more are arousing, hopes 
adding to their members and streng.bening 
their hearts. The God that despised He- 
rod’s palace of rus and crum- 
bled it into dust, will never desert his 
people who cry unto him day and night 
to keep from their hearts, their children 
and their homes the blighting shadow of 
such a presence. We are told that if the 
jail were nine blocks further out, then it 
would be among dwellings, Are there no 
dwellings between Mitchell and Trinity, 
none in the next block, or the next or the 
next? What self-complacence such hand- 
ling of facts manifests; But really was it 
not to meet a probable offer?

“T have found upon examination of the 
location between Hunter, Pryor and Loyd 
streets proposed as the site for the new 
county jail, hemmed in as it will be by 
surrounding buildings, that it will be en- 
tirely unfit for that purpose. The founda- 
tion, originally a huckleberry swamp, 
covered over by made ground, will be so 
surrounded by buildings as to render it 
damp, shut out from sunshine, deprived 
of necessary breeze and even of air and 
light, 

“From my experience, I have not seen 
nor heard of a g.ngle suggestion as to the 
proposed jail building, or its surround.ngs, 
that promises anything of suitable benefit 
or comfort to the unfortunate prisoners. 
The jail should be on a large, open and 
elevated lot, where sunshine may reach it 
in abundance, and refreshing breezes, not 
leaded with the heat and foetid impurities 
of city street atmosphere, may also reach 
it without hinrance. 

“You have not solicited my testimony, 
nor have I the pleasure of your acquaint- 
ance, but having read.your earnest articles 
on the subject, I beg-toe join you in a pro- 
test against locating Fulton county jail 
as proposed. Without hesitation, I declare 
my opinion, that a jail located there will 
breed disease to its inmates and probably 
to people outside. I only wish I knew how 
to express myself as strongly as the sub- 
ject demands. ' 

“Allow me just a few words more. I have 
during the twelve years of my connection 
with the work of preaching, off and on, to 
Fulton county prisoners, ‘heard their howls 
and screams and curses three blocks from 
the jail 

“There is no way to stop this, or if there 
is, none has ever been applied. Then on 
getting into the jail, these howls and 
curses have been so vociferous that often 
no services can be heard. To drown these 
by penalties or thickened walls, would only 
bring us back to barbarism and restore the 
horrible jail of tweniy centuries ago. And 
if not stopped some way, what a treat such 
cries and curses will be to those passing 
along the streets, or to the churches and 
schools even three blocks distant. 

“God bless you in your work, and open 
the eyes of all the people of Atlanta to 
the probable results. E. L. VAUGHAN.” 

This is a remarkable letter. Surely it 
will have influence, and lasting influence. 
Who wants such a nuisance in the center 
of our @ity? 

But it is late. I would close with another 
earnest appeal—that the commissioners will 
reconsider their action. 

It takes nerve to go back on an utterance 
made. But I have known these men from 
their boyhood, and I know they have a 
moral courage equal to the demands of 
such a duty. Respectfully.

MR. GUERRY’S FUNERAL. 


THE UNFORTUNATE MAN LAID 
TO REST IN MACON. 


Friends and Relatives, Among Whom 
Was His Wife, Meet the Body at 
the Depot in Macon. 


The remains of Mr. 8. T. Guerry, who was 
run down by a passenger train on the At- 
lanta and West Point and Central railroad 
double track Monday and instantly killed, 
were shipped to Macon for interment yes- 
terday morning.

Guerry was Visiting her mother, Mrs. Har- 
ris, at McRae, when the news of the tragic 
death of her husband was wired her yes- 
terday afternoon. She arrived in Macon at 
an early hour this morning and met the 
body of Mr. Guerry on. its arrival from 
Atlanta. Mr. Guerry was the brother-in- 
law of Mr. George T. Harris and the step- 
father of Mrs. Asher Ayres and Mrs. Lew- 
is Wood, of Macon. He had formerly liv- 
ed in Macon many years, and had a large 
circle Of friends here.”

THE FIFTH REGIMENT HAS MADE 
GREAT PREPARATIONS.

The Regiment Now Holds an Option 
on Valuable Property, Which Will 
Be Used as a Rifle Range. 


The Fifth regiment of Georgia is making 
preparations to build and construct a 
large rifle range which will be used for 
the practice of small arms. 

The county commissioners will be asked 
to furnish aid in the matter of grading 
ths property, which, if secured, will doubt- 
less lead to the purchase or lease of the 
grounds and the establishment of one of 
the best rifle ranges in the south owned 
and used in the volunteer service.

The Fifth regiment has long been 
anxious to have a place where the compa- 
nies composing the regiment could practice 
and perfect themselves in the use of the 
smaller arms. If the plan to construct 
this range meets with the approval of all 
concerned and the grading is done by the 
ccunty, there seems to be no doubt 
that all ‘arrangements will be concluded 
and the range be built at an early date.

Extracts from Judge Speer’s Decision. 


“This is a petition for the writ of habeas 
corpus addressed to a judge of the United 
States court, praying that officers of the 
State court shall be compelled to produce 
before the United States court a person 

ted of crime in the courts of the 
siate. The averments are that the prisoner, 
the person in custody, has been deprived 
of a right secured to her by the constitution 
of the United States. 

“Now the law upon this subject has been 
settled in so far as it relates to the proprie- 
ty of the application, by repeated decisions 
of the supreme court of the United States. 
This is, of course, the paramount authority.: 
In the case of Frederick, 149 United States, 
page 70, there is a sufficient statement of 
the law with relation to the propriety of the 
application. It is stated as follows: ‘When 
@ person convicted of crime in a state 
court and sentenced there to punishment 
complains that his rights under the con- 
stitution or laws of the United States hava 

thereby violated, he may seek relief 
in the federal court by an application either 
to the propr circuit for writ of habas cor- 
pus or to a justice of this court for a writ 
of error to the state court.’ The alterna- 
tive remedy is there presented to the appli- 
cant. Here the friends of Mrs. Nobles 
prefer the writ of habeas corpus as the 
Means by which they attempt to secure 
her release. They had the right to apply 
for it or they might have gone to a justice 
of the supreme court for a writ of error 
to the supreme court. which would have 
taken the entire record before the supreme 
court and that court would have determin- 
ed whether or not her constitutional rights 
have been interfered with. It! follows then 
that this court had to grant the writ be- 
Cause the averments of the petition were 
that she had been deprived of that due 
process of law which is assured to her by 
the fourteenth amendment to the consti- 
tition. The provision of the revised stat- 
Utes are very imperative in their character 
as they relate to the duty of the judge to 
whom the petition for the writ of habeas 
cerpus is presented. 

“The writ of habeas corpus in England 
Was ireaied as the highest prerogative 
right, and in this country it is the highest 


. Tight, the most supreme intended for the 


protection of the rights of the citizen. 

“Now, while the granting of the writ was 
proper, if it had been made to appear upon 
the return to the writ either by averments 
of fact.or as matter of law that the peti- 
tiener complains merely of errors in the 
@iministration of the state law and of the 
United States law, either constitutional or 
statutory, in her trial, the courts of the 
Tnited States have no right to correct that 
error. They are not appellate courts in a 
Case like this as relating to the state courts. 

“We have no power to correct any errors 
of a judge of the superior court here, or 
of the supreme court, unless those errors 
amount in their entirety to an absolute 
denial of that due process of law. 

“Now applying that rule to the petition 
as it is presented, and the reasons of law 
which have been offered as an objection to 
it, what do we find? We first find that the 
petitioner avers that she was at the time 
of the homicide and at her conviction and 
Sentence in Twiggs superior court for mur- 
der, an insane person, absolutely irrespon- 
sible for any crime, and mentally incapaci- 
tated then and now to take any steps for 
the protection of her legal rights.

seem that the law of the state refused 
due process of law to such an unfortunate. 
Why do I say so? Section 1855 of the 
code, upon which counsel rely in their 
application to the ordinary, it seems to 
has no relation whatever to a case 
of a criminal convicted, or a person who 
becomes insane after trial. In order ‘to 
determine this we have merely to look 
to the title of the section, “Guardians 
of lunatics and idiots and persons non 
compos mentis.’” The entire proceeding 
provided by that clause of the code is 
for the appointment of a guardian for 
a runatic, or for the confinement of any 
lunatic to the asylum. Or perhaps I 
Should say a lunatic who is not charged 
or convicted of any crime. 

It is very clear, by the consideration 
of tuis section in connection with the 
other sections of the code which environ 
it and in view of the manifest expression 
of the legislature, <he title of the law 
under which it is classf.ed, that it does 
not relate to insane convicts, but to per- 
sons who are insane, and for whom it 
is desired to appoint a guardian, or whom 
it is desired to commit to the hunatic 
asylum as any other not insane person 
might be committed. Very well, what then 
is the next provision of the law for the 
trearment of insane convicts? We turn 
to section 4666 of the code and we find 
there a provision which is merely an in- 
quisition, and which the supreme court 
of the state in the case of Baer has de- 
cided not to be a judicial proceeding. It 
is correctly stated in my judgment in 
his able and graphic argument on yester- 
day by Mr. Glenn that back of all gov- 
some method 
for the judicial trial of the question of 
insanity. where the disposition of a per- 
son convicted of crime depends upon it. 

‘This does not provide a judicial trial. It 
is stated by the supreme ccurt of the state 
in the case of Spann to be merely an inqui- 
sition.

There is no notice to 
the friends of the insane person provided by 
the terms of the statute. There is no pro- 
vision for a guardian ad litem even. There 
is no rule established for the introduction 
of evidence, or for the manner in which 
the inquiry shall be conducted. Indeed, it 
is a matter of common notoriety in the 
case of Carr that in the trial of that case 
the jury resorted to all kinds of artful ex- 
pedients practiced upon the alleged insane 
person himself to make him develop, by a 
sudden start, whether he was insane or 
not. So the great question of whether 
the mind has that incurable disease which 
cannot be ministered to by human agen- 
cies, and the presence of which makes the 
creatures irresponsible to the laws for a 
crime committed by it, to be determined by 
the tricks and artifices at the volition of 
twelve men, or one of twelve men, selected 
at the volition of the ministerial officer. It 
cannot be true. It is not a judicial pro- 
ceeding. It is not due process of law. It 
does not afford that means for the dispo- 
sition of a great question like this that 
society and all civilized society has fur- 
nished for its arbitrament. 

“Very well, what other due process is 
there of law, if a person has become in- 
sane after sentence. Can it be an extra- 
ordinary motion for a new trial on newly 
discovered evidence? We are then met by 
the law of the state which says there shall 
be but one extraordinary motion for a new 
trial. In this case there has been one al- 
ready. There is legislative denial then of 
due process of law. Suppose it should be 
plain that this poor creature who has been 
heid to be san= by the process of law should 
suddenly become insane—an application is 
made to his honor Judge Smith to grant an 
extraordinary new trial. A sufficient reply 
will be that the state has refused it. Then 
the state has refused as to that; the law 
has refused as to that due process of law. 

“Tt may be, and I think it is, obliged to 
be the law that on suitable application 
made to the proper judicial officer of this 
ste‘e, with suitable averments showing 
that this woman has become insane since 
her sentence, that notwithstanding the de- 


ficiency of the state law he will go back to | 


the common law and direct an inquisition 
and submit the matter to the jury, and 
have it disposed of judicially and as fairly 
and judicially, we will trust, as the case 
of Hatfield, if I remember correctly, was 
disposed of where Erskine exerted his mar- 
velous forensic talents in behalf of the

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JUDGE NEWMAN’S’- RETURN 


His Trip to Washington Will Bring 
Quick Action, It Is Said. 


THE MOONSHINERS TO BE CARED FOR 


A Building To Be Rented in a Few 
Days and the Men Transferred 
from the County Jail. 


Judge William T. Newman returned yes- 
terday afternoon after a stay of ten days 
in Washington, where he has been to urge 
the erection of a federal) building and 
look after various other affairs of the 
northern district. 

With Judge Newman was Clerk Colquitt 
Carter, who has been earnestly lobbying 
in favor of the federal prison. While the 
main mission of the judge was concerning 
routine matters of his judiciary, his time 
was spent for the most part in testing the 
sentiment of the various congressmen from 
Georgia and others from the south in re- 
gard to the proposed prison, and from the 
best information to be obtained, there is a 
strong sentiment toward the structure in 
Strong sentiment toward locating the 
Structure in Atlanta. 

Another ten strike of the judge was to 
obtain the permission of the federal au- 
thorities to rent a building for the purpose 
of incarcerating the United States prison- 
ers, and removing them from the present 
Fulton county jail. This is considered a 
great step toward securing the big prison, 
as the government will realize that it will 
be an absolute necessity to nave a new 
prison here. 

The federal officers in this district have 
noticed the growing opposition of sthe 
county authorities against keeping the 
federal prisoners in the present jail. It is 
said by the county commission2rs that the 
former policy has been wrong and they 
intend to regulate it. All of them ere in 
favor of refusing entrance to the county 
jail to those who offend the laws cf U'ncle 
Sam, and they have announced that when 
the new jail is completed they wii!l no 
longer iet the United States prisoners re- 
main under county surveillance. 

This, in a measure, has impressed the 
officers of this district with the urgent 
necessity of securing at once new quarters 
for the moonshiners. But another reason 
more potent than that is forcing them to 
speedy action, and that is the fact that 
several years ago there was an epidemic 
of meningitis following a winter of sick- 
ness, as the present one has proved. It is 
known that the present spot is foul and 
unhealthy; that it is a place where dis- 
ease abounds, and that if the usual spring 
crowd of moonshiners is jammed in there, 
it will result in another epidemic. 

At present there are only one or two 
prisoners in the jail. Those in jail for il- 
licit distilling were liberated under order 
from the court some time ago. Since then 
very few have been arrested and those 
have been carefully looked after. In the 
last two or three days, however, all of the 
deputy marshals have been put to work and 
the jail at the present rate will soon be 
filled. The officers of this district know 
that am epidemic is threatened if the 
prisoners are allowed to remain in the 
present quarters. 

It was for the purpose of looking after 
this affair that Judge Newman took the 
trip to Washington. He was successful in 
his undertaking to have the prisoners re- 
moved to another building, and it is prob- 
able that this step will be taken at once. 
Just where the new building will be lo- 
cated none of the officers know, but an in- 
spection of several sites will be made and 
the building selected as soon as possible. 

This matter will be referred by Judge 
Newman to Marshal Dunlap. It will remain 
with him to select the building and to 
look after the proper care of the prisoners. 
Marshal Dunlap will take up the task of 
securing a suitable building at once. 

Both Judge Newman and Mr. Carter were 
greatly encouraged over the plan to get 
the federal prison for Atlanta. 

“Tl talked with quite a number of the 
congressmen about the matter,”’ said Judge 
Newman. “All of them were heartily in 
favor of taking up the matter at once and 
I would not be surprised to see that tne 
appropriation had been passed any day. 

“Congressman Livingston is working 
hard in behalf of the matter. He is thor- 
oughly enthused and I am of the opinion 
that when the location is announced At- 
lanta will be named.” 

Judge Newman has the question of car- 
ing for the federal prisoners under serious 
coasideration. In a few days the action 
regarding the transfer of the moonshiners 

to another building will be taken.

Carlton on Tillman’s Speech. 

Editor Constitution—The recent speec h of 
Senator Tillman, of South Carolina, in the 
United States senate has called forth on 
the part of the press, the politicians and 
the country at large a great deal of critr- 
cism, principally of an adverse character.

senate shall give way for the admission of 
more Ben Tillmans into that august branch 
of the American congress. 

Not assuming to become the apologist of 
Senator Tillman, yet it may be pertinent 
to inquire why do the invectives of a South 
Carolina or southern senator ag t mal- 
administration of the government and un- 
just sectional abuse, Violate the dignity of 
the United States senate more than the 
slanders and vituperations which have so 
long and so often been heaped upon the 
south and her people in that chamber by 
norther republican senators? 

Mr. Editor, I see you are earnestly ad- 
vocating the one-convention idea, with the 
hope of lessening political friction and 
thereby securing or restoring party har- 
mony. This is on the right line and I 
heartily commend your efforts. If the dem- 
ocratic party is harmonized and maintained 
as one of the political parties of our coun- 
try (‘and which is a consummation de- 
voutly to be wished’’), then there is a 
big work before every true democrat, every 
lover of free, democratic institutions. <A 
democratic party is the party incident, and 
rightfully belonging to, a free democratic 
form of government, and only maintaineble 
in free, democratic forms of government. 
Then, so far as we drift away from such 
form of government, just so far is it made 
more difficult to mairtain and keep in line 
the democratic party. Again, when the 
democratic party, either in part or whole, 
loses sight of its constitutional origin or 
foundation, then are party solidity and suc- 
cess made all the more difficult. 

The democratic party, in order to main- 
tain its existence, has no* only to stand by 
the time-honored principles of the party 
upon the questions of tariff and finance, 
but must plant itself anew and irrevocably 
upon the principles of state sovereignty. 
Whenever this is so far surrendered as to 
rein-~e to the state the rizht to marace its 
own finances, its own banking svstem. and 
its own local affairs, not in confict with 
the constitution of the United States, then 
will the auteonomy of our democratic form 
of government be eo far destroved that the 
constitutional cohesiveness and necessity 
of the party will be so dangerously di- 
minished that ours may not long continue 
a government of the people, by the people 
and for the people.

He sees 
with= shame and in@ignation this “land 
of the free (?),"" which is as dear to him 
as iife, voluntzrilly putting herself under 
a bondage to England more galline than 
the yoke our forefathers fought and died 
to set us free fron’. Patriotism is by no 
means dead in this country of ours. It 
is simply benumbed by the actions of a 
Jot of umscrupulous noliticians, whose 
only motives seem to be the interest of 
the moneyed class. 

But the time has come when the exist- 
ence of politicians and political parties 
is dependent on something besides class 
legisiation There is a growing, restless 
mass of voters in this country, who are 
not all fools by any means; men who place 
principle before party, but who would 
flock to almost any standard with a clear- 
ly defined and patriotic policy. The love 
of the old democratic party is inborn 
in the mind of every true southerner, and it 
would be with sorrow at heart that he 
woul4 turn away from the grand old 
party, which has, in the past, done so 
much for financial and political freedom 
in this country.

I still believe that the capital would 
have come to Atlanta had there been no 
civil war in our country, but when it 
was about to be removed here, as Captain 
Jim English, who was mayor of the city 
at that time and probably the chief agent 
of its removal hither, well knows, I got 
Lawyer Akerman to write a strong article 
on the subject, and I wrote one myself, 
for which we were roundly abused by the 
papers of Savannah and Macon. And 
here allow me to say that I was ilaugh- 
ed at when I proposed and obtained the 
first charter for a bank in Atlanta, the 
bills of which when they were circulated 
were laughed at and refused by the banks 
in Augusta and Savannah, yet every one 
of the bills was redeemed in coin or its 
equivalent by George Smith, the chief 
stockhelder. I was also laughed at when 
I first advocated a city charter for At- 
lanta, but it was obtained in due time. 
I was also laushei et when I proposed 
and obtained a charter for the Georgia Air-

NOW ENDS AT M’DONOUGH 


It Is Shut Off There by the Southern. 
It May Be Called the Columbus 
and Atlanta. 


The Columbus and Atlanta is said to be 
the name which will be given to the Geor- 
gia Midland and Gulf after the sale is con- 


firmed. 

The future of the road is the subject of 
some guessing. ‘That it will be completed 
from McDonough into Atlanta is very 
probable. Captain Wes Murphy, of Colum- 
bus, was here yesterday. He was the com- 
missioner who sold the road last Saturday. 
Speaking of the property, he said: “While 
the plans of the purchasers of the road 
have not been developed before the public, 
I think it is their intention to build the line 
into Atlanta.”’ 

If this is done it will give Atlanta anoth- 
er road. However, unless the line forms 4 
combination or is consolidated with the 
Columbus Southern it would be merely a 
local road. It is announced that the bond- 
holders bought the Georgia Midland, but it 
is significant that the ownership of the con- 
trolling interest in the Columbus Southern 
is still as uncertain as is the ownership of 
the Georgia Midland, the Macon and Bir- 
mingham and the Marietta and North 
Georgia. There may be nothing in the co- 
incidence that the purchasers of the four 
properties have with considerable success 
hidden their hands. Both the Southern and 
the Plant system are said to control the 
Columbus Southern. It is generally ac- 
cepted that the Southern bought the Ma- 
con and Birmingham. The circumstantial 
evidence is strong that way, but the secret 
has been well kept and the Southern would 
have reason to keep it a sccret if it is 
the owner. The prevailing opinion in re- 
gard to the Marietta and North Georgia is 
that it was bought as a speculation. 

About three years ago there was a scheme 
on foot to take these four roads and the 
Atlanta and Florida, build the Marietta and 
North Georgia into Atlanta, organize the 
small lines into a system and unload. This 
project got under good headway and had it 
not been for hard times would probably 
have been carried through to the point of 
organizing the new system. Whether the 
unloading would have been an easy matter 
is another question. 

But the reorganization stage was never 
reached and the trips which Newman Erb 
made in a private car over these lines avail- 
ed nothing. Some of the men who figured 
in that old project are associated with what 
is visibie in the transactions of the past 
few weeks. But it does not follow that 
the old scheme has been revived. It is 
possible that Mr. Plant is working to get 
into Atlanta by way of Columbus and Mc- 
Donough,. but he has said repeaiedly to 
gentlemen who had roads to sell that he 
did not want any more. True, that was be- 
fore the Southern scooped the Georgia 
Southern and Florida, which was a paralyz- 
ing shock to the Plant people. 

Next week the sale of the Georgia Mid- 
land and Gulf will probably be confirmed 
by Judge Newman. .ahen something defi- 
nite may turn up. Columbus is agitating 
the question of running the road after its 
reorganization and it is supposed that G. 
Gunby Jordan will be president. 

Bought by the Bondholders. 

The Alabamians are guessing as to the 
fate of the Montgomery, Tuscaloosa and 
Memphis railroad. Colonel H. C. Tomp- 
kins bought it in for the bondholders. 
There were ouistanding $869,000 worth of 
bonds, most of them being held in New 
York. In Alabama there was held $176,'0 
of bonds, $146,000 being held by Messrs. Liall 
& Farley. trustees, and $20,000 by Davidson 
& Joseph, of Montgomery, and a blocs 
of $10,000 by parties in Tuscaloosa. Tue 
read was bid in by Colonel Tompkins for 
$200.000

Injunction Against a Railroad. 

Tennille, Ga, February 4.—(Special.)— 
The Augusta Southern railroad, which 
was changed a short time ago from a 
narrow to a broad gaug2 and which has 
never been able to erter the center of our 
town, Saturday had an injunction filed 
against them. Their depot for the past 
two years has been on the edge of town. 
Some time ago they secured from the town 
rights of way down one of the streets 
and began laying rails. Mr. B. D. Evans, 
Jr., solicitor general of the county and 
a property owner over which said road 
was to be built, secured from Judge 
Gamble an injunction, which was served 
by the sheriff. It will probably be some 
time before the work can be completed.
